PREPARING THE WHITE HOUSE 
7 , 
FOR GEN. HARRISON. 
ENTERTAINING KIS SUCCESSOR WHILE’ 
THE CABINET MAKERS AND OFFICE 
HOLDERSsARE CLAMOROUS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—in the midst of a 
crowd thatis eager with excitement President 
Cleveland pursues the even habit of his office 
with as much composure and industry as if his 
term was only half over and he had no reason 
for concern abeut who was to be his successor. 
His-desk is full of buainess, and he applies bim- 
self to it with the same care that he has con- 
gtantly devoted to his every public duiy. Con- 
gress is sending him bilis in censiderable 
batches, notwithstanding the apparent inaction 
in the House upon everything except appropri- 
ation bills. The Direct Tax bill 1s before him, 
and he is considering that uncalled-for and 
expensive measure which every friend of a high 
protection tariff thinks he ought to approve. 

He has not forgotten that the President-elect 
ishere. There had been some correspondenee 
between tie White House people and Gen. Har- 
rison before the latter left Indianapolis, and, as 
a result of that correspondence and the sending 
yesterday afternoon of a note from the Presi- 
dent, Gen. Harrison and Mrs. Harrison were to- 
night the guests of President Cleveland and 
Mrs. CieVeland at dinner, the only other person 
bresent being Mrs. Folsom. 

The White House has been so cleaned up that 
scarcely anything remains upon the desks ex- 
eept current business. The President, Col. La- 
mont, and the clerical force expect to keep up 
with business so that, Monday morning, when 
the President goes to the Capitol, there will be 
nothing to do but clear off the rubbish. The 
President will oecupy the Whites House until 
Monday morning. He and Mrs. Cleveland will 
go to New-York as soon after the inauguration 
as possible, accepting the hospitality of the 
Secretary of the Treasury after leaving the 
Executive Mansion. There is to be no unseem- 
ing baste about abandoning the house, It is al- 
together probable that there will be a traveling 

. party, March 5, consisting of ex-President 
Cleveland and Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. Folsom, 
Col. D. & Lamont, Mrs. Lamont, and their 
ehiidren, and that all will be comfortably 
bestowed in the Victoria Hotel in New-York in 
time to read the morning papers en March 6 
and to appreciate, from the outeide, the com- 
ments upon the pew Administration’s Cabinet 

That the President’s populurity is to be main- 
tained to the close of his termis evident. Tne 
weather was as bad to-day as it could be, but 
when the usual hour for the White House ro- 
ception arrived the East Room held more than 
400 dripping eallers. Among them were 60 
cadets irom the Staunton (Va.) Military Acad- 
emy. The President was just a little late in 
reaching the East Room, but shook the hands 
of? the assembled 400 about 15 minutes. His 
arip was as tirmas everand his smileend re- 
sponse genial and ready. To one who has be- 
come accustomed to the tri-weekly handshak- 
ings aud to the oceasional ordeal of taking 
9,000 or 10,000 women by the hand without 
resting, the exereise of this afternoon was noth- 
ing. The autograph seekers now occupy 4 geod 
share ofthe rest of the President’s term of 
office. 

This is the Cabinet situation to-night: Platt 
done for and desperate; Warner Miller with no 
friend ef any account except Gen, Harrison 
himself; a dead set by almosteverybody against 
Windom, and Whitelaw Reid raising his head in 
ab aggressive and threatening manner. 

Over New-York the battie at the Arlington 
has raged all day. It will rage to-morrow, and 
unless the passions cool will eventually be 
transterred to the home ground and be foughs 
out there till the end of Gen. Harrison’s Admin- 
istration. In yesterday’s dispatches Senator 
Fassett’s melancholy condition was recounted. 
He was melancholy, but he by no means gave 
up the fight. In his private parior at 
the Arlington he was joined ata late hour last 
evening by Gen. Knapp, the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the New-York Repub- 
lican State Committee, and by *‘Ulint’” McDougall 
of Auburn, whe brought the cheering news that 
John I. Davenport, Frankiin Woodruff, and 
ather goed Plats men were on thelr way, and 
thas Levi P. Morton would take a haud in the 
contest fer Platt as soon as he should have ar- 
rived. They were mistaken, for Mr. Morton ab- 
solutely ceclines to do anything either way, 
and is here, having a quiet time of it, in his 
rooms atthe Arlington, unmolesting and un- 
molested. 

Having consulted with Messrs. Knapp and 
MoDougall, Mr. Fassett went to Senatwr His- 
cock’s roows last nigot, anc there met him and 
Senator Quay. The result of this was that Sen- 
ator Quay and Mr, Fasseti got up early this 
morning and they were almost the first visitors 
whom Gen. Harrison had to endure. Senator 
Fassett is young and ardent, and Mr. Plats 
never had amore loyal or industrious friend. 
He is also possessed of unfailing good nature 
and a fine sense ef humor. An innocent young 
reporter, Wo was standing atthe foot of the 
stairs leading to Gen. Harrison’s: parlor, saw 
him and Senator Quay ceming threugh theentry 
and asked the object of tha visit. 

* O, just a mere formality,” said Mr. Fassett, 
“Senator Quay is the Chairman and I am the 
Secretary of the National Republican Com- 
mittee, and itis eustomary for those officials to 
call on the President-elect. That is ail there is 
to it; Just to shake hands and bid him welceme 
to Wasnington.” 

For a@ visit of mere formality it was certainly 
very long and there was lets of ernest vonver- 
sation. 

Meanwhile plenty of other statesmen gathered 
in the hali and waited with more or less 
patience—Jobn Sherman, Senator Frye, 
Senator Mitchell, Senator Palmer, and Con- 
gressman John, R. Thomas, discouraged ean- 
didate for the Secretarysnip of the Navy, 
and other lesser lights. At iast Platt’s mission- 
aries came out, and looking grimly at the wait- 
ing statesmen passed by with nethinz more 
than polite greetings, and waiked swiftly to 
Sevator Fassett’s private Darlor en ine other 
side of the hotel. ‘There Senator Hiscock was 
sitting, and the three staid within, behinda 
locked door, for some time. Messrs. Quay and 
Fassett got from Gen. Harrison only a cold 
shoulder. Senator Hiscock and Senator Fas- 
sett went out riding, stormy as it was, to 
assuage their harassed feelings, and Senator 
Hisceck showed his young guest around the 
capital, ‘ ; : 

Platt having had his inning with Gen. Har- 
rison, who was there to speak for Warner Mii- 
ler? {tis mournful to relate that no champion 
appeared. Granville P. Hawes’s card was 
handed to Gen, Harrisen about noosa, and he 
giadiy invited him to lunch, for he likes Mr. 
Hawes, and when Mr. Hawes was at IndJanapo- 
lis last week he permitted him to make two 
calls and talked with him freely about the situa- 
tion in New-York. so Mr. Hawes sat down to 
lunch with Gen. Harrison and made himself as 
agreeabie as he could. But Mr. Hawes said 
nothing about his eid friend Warner Miller. 

Mes How 18 Mr. Miller?’ at last asked Gen. Har- 
rison. 

“Oh, he’s nicely,” said Mr. Hawes, diplomatic 
and non-somuittal. 

Alas! 1s wasn’t for Miller for whom he had 
come tosee Gen. Harrison. He ison with a 
new love, and his name it is Whitelaw Reid, 
who,'in the early part of the campaign, ex- 
cited Gen. Hurrison’s bitter indignation because 
he would not print his speeches in 
the JZvibune. It is understood, however, 
that Mr. Reid has sinee atoned for 
his cruelty by good eonduct in other 
ways, and bas made his peace, so that Gen. 
Harrison received Mr. Hawes's propesal with 
some favor. At any rate, Mr. Hawes came 
away feeling that Mr. Reld’s candidacy is in a 
healthy condition, with fair prespect of success. 
[tis reported that Chauncey M. Depew favors 
it, that Warner Miller himself is reconeliea to 
it, and that Mr. Morton thinks that itis the 
best way out of the muddie, 

But not so the Piats men. They are mad. 
They had an inkling ef What was up, but they 
did not believe it was possible. John L Daven- 
port seems to have got hold of it first. He told 
it to Senator Fassett, amaé the *‘bugie call” was 
sounded and the Platt men were gathered into 
eouncil at once. Franklin Woodruff, Serator 
Fassett, Mr. Davenport, “Clint”? McDougall, 
and Gen. Knapp iuet in Senator Fassett’s parior 
and Gisoussed the situation, which they well 
considered tebe perilous. They telegraphed to 
Piatt, and it is possible that Le will be here to- 
raorrow. 

The worst of the situation for the Platt crowa 
is that they €o not dare to wake 4 real, red-hot 
personal fight avainst Reid, no maiter how mad 
they may be inside. Neither does Warner Miller, 
for that matier. John F. Plummer, one of Mr. 
Miller’s stanchest friends, is here and is in favor 
of Reid. A. R. Whitney, J. Seaver Page, and 
John H. Hall, Union League Ciub men, who 
have always supported Mr. Miller, are here and 
are not averse to Mr. Reid, who is a Union 
League Club man, too. 

All at once the Platt men have become as 
jealous of the overshadowing and all-reaching 
influence of Blaine as the most Independent 
Mugwump. They charge that Blaine’s friend- 
ship fer Platt has been a hollow pretense. Re- 
consideration is thelr talk to-night, so badly 
soared are they. 

“Why,” said a prominent member of the Platt 
crowd, “there’s nothing really which should 
prevent Mr. Platt and Mr. Miller coming to- 
gether in five minutes. I see now the mean- 
ing of @ great many things which have happened 
during the last three months. F have 
gone te Mr. Platt and said.-* Deyou s 
Miller has been saying against ¥ol 
same people have gone to Mr. Mil 
*Do you know what t b 
against you?’ and ii that way, 
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ish purposes, have kept Mr. Miller and Mr, 
Platt apart, when they could have easily settled 
everything between themselves.” 

Mr. Depew comes infor some of the private 
indignation of Mr. Platt’s friends. They say 
that Mr. Depew is on the fence, a8 usual, and 
wilido nothing for anybody, although he is 
under deep obligations to Mr. Platt. They even 
insinuate that he is hoping that the lightning, 
will strike him, and they quote from & speec 
whieh Mr. Depew made at John F. Plummer’s 
dinner to Mr. Morton the other night. in which 
he asked: ‘‘Has tho great State of New-York 

ot to be confined to the respeetive merits of 

ir. Platt and Mr. Miller? Isn't it time that 
something else was thought of, if only fer the 
sake of variety? Let us take up a Rew sub- 
ject.” This speoch, they say, Was made under 
the guise of humor, but Mr. Depew, after all, 
lets his heart outin his after-dinner speeches, 
and he really meant all that he said, but a good 
deal more. 

Blaine’s influence has not only been shown 
to-day in the Whitelaw Reid business, but he 
suceceds in holdiug Gen. Harrison to Windom, 
in spite of the most strenuous efforts to move hit. 
Mr. Blatne does not obtrude himself atal). He 
stays most of the time at the Hotel Normandie. 
This forenoon he and Mrs. Blaine called on Mrs. 
Harrison. They remained about five minutes, 
Mr. Blaine did not even see Gen. Harrison. 
This is fine play and it dazea tho minds of the 
Hoosiera who are in attendance on the Harrl- 
sous. They actually whispered around that 
Harrison and Blaine were out, until semebody 
better informed about the tactics of the “ Great- 
est Living Statesman,” gave them the tip. 

But if Blaine did not see Gen. Harrison, his 
chief “‘ henchman” iu the next Cabinet, William 
Windom, did. Mr, Windom, having spent some 
hours in Baltimore with Mr. Blaine’s partners 
in the West Virginia Central ayant 4 enter- 
prise, ex-Senator Monry G. Davis, and his son- 
in-law, Stephen B. Elkins, came to Washington 
this morning in company with Mr. Elkins. 
Mr. Elkins went to the Hotel Nor 
mandie, where Mr. Blaine stays. He 
did not register, and it was giver out 
that he waa not there, but he was all the same. 
Mr. Windom went to the Arlington and§ his 
card was oarried uy to Gen. Harrison. Powell 
Clayton, after a long delay, had just been 
ushered into Gen. Harrison’s parlor and was 
beginning to relate his tale of woe when Mr. 
Windem’s card came in. He was obliged to 
make way, and departed in anything buta 
pieasant frame of mind. 

Gen. Harrisen and Mr. Windom were together 
about halfan hour. In the office of tho Arling- 
ton Mr. Windom was seized upon by Col. Elliott 
F. Shepard and paraded up and down for some 
time. After Mr. Windom had escaped from 
him Col. Shepard told every one confidentially 
that Mr. Windom would surely be the next Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and the raging of the 
heathen against him had been of nearail. Men 
of more informatien and influence than Col. 
Shepard think so, too, yet in all Washington, 
except Mr. Blaine and his followers, not 
a Republican statesman or politician is infavor 
of him. And Gen. Harrison has had the very 
strongest protests made to him against Win- 
dom’s selection. But the Blaine influence is 
potent, and it seems that nothing ean prevail 
against it, while, if Gen. Harrison keeps im his 
present road, it will make very little difference 
whether he is im favor of a second term or not. 

He will have nothing about the matter in his 
inaugural measage, Whatever rumors may say. 
Here is what has happened: In his first draft 
of his Imaugural message, Gen. Harrison did 
have & paragraph in which heexpressly refused 
to take a second term on the high ground that 
the understanding that he was only to have one 
term would neeessarily make a President more 
independent and more likely to discharge his 
duties with sole regard to the welfare ef the 
country. Gen. Harrison showed this paragraph 
to judge Woeds, Gov. Lew Wallace, Col. New, 
and other intimate friends, and they induced 
him to strike it out. So the inaugural message 
will be silent on this delicate and interesting 
subject. 

John M. Thurston is at the Arlington, still 
aspiring for the Cabinet, and there are persons 
who think he will “get there.” Assuming that 
Whitelaw Reid will be in the Cabinet, William 
Walter Phelps is talked of as sure for the Eng- 
lish mission. Col. Shepard makes very little 
secret of wanting that place for himself. 


Mr. and Mrs. Morton and their family got here 
at 4 o’vlock this afternoor. Ira Davenport, Mr. 
and Mrs. A. R. Whitney, John HH. Hall and his 
son, J. Hudson Hall, accompanied them. The 
party was met at the station by Col. Britton and 
the rest of the Reception Committee, who es- 
corted them to the Arlington. They occupy the 
suite of reoms in the southeastern angle of the 
hotel Which was oceupied by the Grand Duke 
Alexis and other distinguished guests. They 
Tound the apartments beautifully decorated 
with flowers by Mrs. Hiscock, Mra: Belden, and 
other ladies residing at the Arlington. 


Almost everybody of note in Washingten on 
the Republican side has called upon Gen. Har- 
rison to-day except Dwight Lawrence, and he 
will call to-morrow, Among them were Sena- 
ter Morrill, John D, Loug, Henry Cabot Ledge, 
and Senator Hawley. Mr. Morton ran over to 
Gen. Harrison’s rooms for a few minutes about 
6 o’clock and they interchanged greetings. It 
was so stormy that Gen. Harrison could not 
take his customary walk to-day. Nor indeed 
was there a minute when he could escape from 
his callers. 

John L Davenport says that he has never 
8¢eD al inauguration, and he will not stay to 
see Gen. Harrison’s, All the Indiana Repre- 
sentatives, Republicans and Democrats, paid 
their respects to Gen. Harrison this afternoon. 
A vigorous efjort bas been made ww-day to re- 
move the impression made yesterday by Ger. 
Harrison’s bDack-street entrance to the Capitol 
by putting the blame fordisappointing the wait- 
ing crowd upon the Reception Committee. That 
committee, evidently with a belief in a here- 
after, says nothing in self-defense, but lets it be 
quietly Known that their instructions were re- 
evived by telegraph. An Administration may 
become unpopular very early and easily if it 
blunders. 

A small rebellion was stirred up to-day at the 
Capito! when a correspondent who aspires to 
take possession of the new private secretary 
posteu the following notice on mirrors of the 
House and Senate press galleries; 


** Notice.—Mr. E. W. Halford will be greatly 
obliged if the correspondents who desire to see him 
willcall atthe Arlington between 12% and. 12:30, 
neon, or between 7:30 and 38, evening.” 

This was derisively marked ‘* Edict No. 1,” 
and there was «chorus of complaints, against 
the officious correspondent who was supposed 
to be “cornering” the private secretary with 
the hope of keeping olf the other newspaper 
misers and enjoying a monopoly of Presidential 
information. The arrangements prepared would 
scurcely suit all correspondents, and an ingist- 
ence upen them would hurry on the inevitable 
hostility that all Administrations must incur in 
Washington. It is rather interesting te notice 
thac comparisons are already beginning to be 
made between the ways of the outgoing and in- 
coming Administrations and that they are 
rather favorable tothe eutgoing. 

Windows along Penysylvania-avenue frem 
which the inauguration-day parade can be seen 
are bringing high rates, and are rising in price 
as Monday approaches. Senator Hearst pays 
$300 for an ollice over & drug store at the cor- 
ner of Ninth-street and the avenue. Senator 
oronreet Pa $500 for windews at Fiftcenth- 
street and the avenue for one day. The Hon. 
Ira Davenport pays $150 for a_ second-story 
8mali veranda, between Ninth and Tenth streets, 


With a storm of sleet and rain discoloring the 
flags and banners put out by early decorators 
of buildings, and work on most of the sirect bal- 
conies suspended, the city is cheerless and disa- 
greeabliu. Gen. Greely, who predicted fair 
weather for to-day. has been asked te venture a 
prediction for Monday.

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TRYING TO FIND PIGOTT 


THE OOMMISSION ADJOURNED 


TO AWAIT HVENTS. 

A LETTER RECEIVED FROM THE FORGER * 
FROM PARIS—A STATEMENT FOR THE 
‘‘oIMES” IN THE COURT. 

LONDON, Feb. 27.—An immense erowd was 
present in the court room this morning when 
the session of the Parnetl Commission opened. 
Much excitement was manifested. Mr. Parnell 
arrived at an oariy hour. Attorney-General’ 
Webster stated to the court that Mr. Shannon, 
the Zimes’s Dublin solicitor, had received a let- 
ter to-day from Pigdétt, who is in Paris. The 
letter was not im Pigott’sa writing. Mr. Shan- 
non had immediately sent notlee to Scotland 
Yard. 

This letter, which was read by the Attorney- 
General, was dated Saturday, and contained 
the confession Pigott made to Mr. Labouchére: 
that day at the latter’s residence. Pigott added 
that he desired to fully disclose that he fab- 
ricated the alleged fac simile of Mr. Parnell’s 
letter published in the Times and the other let- 
ters he had furnished to that paper. He denied 
being connected with the American Brother- 
hood after he had seld his newspaper, the Jrish- 
man. He admitted that he wrote the conversa- 
tion with Eugene Davis at Lausanne from 
memory only. He told Houston that he 
found -the lettera in a bag, but he fabricated 
them, using genuine letters of Messrs. Parnell 
and Egan, copying certain words showing the 
general character of the writing and tracing 
them agaiust a window pane, He afterward 
destroyed the genuine letters. The second 
bateh of letters aseribed to Mr. Parnell were im- 
itated from the fac simile published in the 
iimes. Heo did not see Breslin in America, He 
admitted that Mr. Labouchére's aceount of the 
interview between them was in the main cor- 
rect. 

The letter dated Saturday Was inclosed in 
another letter, bearing date ‘‘H6tel du Monde, 


Paris, Tueaday,” signed by Pigott and saying: 
“ Before leaving, the inclosed feng confeasion } 
was handed me, having beer left while I was 
out. I will write again seon.” Attorney-Gen- 
eral Webster said everybody would agree that 
nobody could attach any weight to Pigott’s evi- 
dence, and it was his duty to the court to with- 
draw from considering the genuineness of the 
letters. The Times, he said, desirea to express 
oe for publishing the letters, and the pro- 
prietors of that paper would themselves more 
fully express their regret later. He repudiated 
the allegation made by Sir Charles Russell yes- 
terday, that there was a foul conspiracy behind 
Pigott and Houston. If sach a conspiracy ex- 
isted, the Jimes had no share init. If the error 
of the Zimes extended beyond that, the ceurt 
should mage the fullest inquiry. 

Sir Charles Russell said he had hoped the At- 
torney-General would have made stronger 
stutements. 

Mr. Parnell was then called and sworn. He 
denied signing the alleged letter or May 15. 
Mr. Campbell, his secretary, did not write the 
letter. The witness had not heard of sueha 
letter until he saw it published in the Times. 
Mr. Campbell had gone to Antwerp to endeavor 


|, to find Pigott. Mr. Parnell dented the genuine- 


ness of the other letters purporting to have 
been signed by himself and Mr. Egan. He said 
he and Mr. Egan had had exteus{v6 correspond- 
ence. He dietated to Mr. Campbell a letter re- 
garding an iaterviow asked by Pigott. The let- 
ter which the Times reproduced was evident! 
imitated from it. He had no interview wi 
Pigott. 

At this point Attorney-General Webster asked 
that the eommission adjourn until to-morrow, 
but the court adjourned until Friday. 

In the Heuse of Commons to-day the Right 
Hon. henry Matthews, Beoretary of State for, 
Home Affairs, stated that the authorities were 
taking steps to secure the extradition of Pigott, 
from Paris. Mr. Matthews also said he had no 
information regarding Houston whiebk at pres- 
ent would juetify him in preventing Houston 
from leaving the country. It 18 considered 
doubtfal whether the Frernoh Governmensé will 
regard perjury ag an extraditable offense. 

It appears that Pigett obiuined Monday, from 
Sotherby’s book mart, a check for £25 in pay- 
ment for a number of rare beoka. 6 had the 
check cashed at a bank at 4 o’elock that after- 
noon. The last time he was seen he was walk- 
ing in Fleet-street. Many people express doubt, 
however, whether he really is now in Paris. 
The landlord of the Hotel du Monde, in that 
oity, says he has not seen him. It is belleved 
that he posted his letter to Mr. Shannon at the 
railroad station in Paris and then proceeded to 
either Spain or Switzerland. 

An Englishman having the appearance of 
Pigott, but who gave ne name, arrived at the 
Hotel des Deux Mondes 1a Paris at 6 o’cleck on 
Tuesaday morning. After breakfasting he wrote, 
a brief note on the hotel paper, and inelosed it 
with other papers in an envelope, upon which 
he wrote a London address. He left again be- 
tween 8 and 9 o'alook. 

A crowd of friends besieged Mr. Parnell in the 
lobby of the House of Commons to-day. Sir W. 
B. Barttelot, Conservative, shook hands with 
him. Mr. Parnell has as yet come to no definite 
decision regarding his future action, but he is 
determined to follow Sir Charles Russeil’s con- 
spiracy suggestion. 

In connestion with Mr. Parnell’s application 
to the Dublin. courts for permission to bring 
suit against the Zimes for libel that paper has 
instructed its solicitore to oppose the granting 
of a writ on the grounds that a similar action 
brought by Mr. Parnell in the Edinburgh courts 
was dismissed, and that the trial would inter- 
fere with the commission's investigation. Mr. 
Parnell’s legal advisers will strongly resist the 
argument of the /tmes, 

Lord Hartington, in a speoeh at Norwich this 
evening, said he thought that side issues ought 
not to be discussed; that the Irish matter could 
only be fairly entered into when the Inquiry’ 
Commission concluded its labors. 

Mr. Stanhope, Secretary for War, speaking at 
Brighten on the defenses question, said he 
thought he was entitled to warn his eeuntry- 
men that covtingencies might arise which would 
require England to find herself not only pre- 
pared, but prepared for a most sudden emer- 
gency. 

The Times has withdrawn its advertisoment of 
“Parnellism and Crime,” and “O’ Donnell versus 
Walter.” Applicants for the pamphlets are in- 
formed that they are out of print. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, in a speech at 
Derby this evening, referred fully to the doings 
at the Round Table cenference. He anserted 
that Mr. Chamberlain favored Irish home rule 
on the lines of the Dominion ef Canada, with a 
separate executive. Lhe breakdown of the con- 
feronce Was due te Mr. Chamberlain making a 
series of irritating public epeeches, which it 
was impossible to reconcile with his concilt- 
atory attitude in the conference. The tinal 
rupture arose through the publication of his 
hostile letter. Evem then Mr. Gladstone re- 
wained desirous that Mr. Chamberlain should 
reconsider his position,

Moreover. we must 
add that we firmly believed thatthe letters 
were genuine until the disclosures made by 
Pigott on cross-examination. It must becevi- 
dent to alireasouable persons that if a cons ptr- 
acy existed, the /imes was victimized byand 
nota party toit. Errers in judgment may have 
been committed, and for them the penalty must 
be paid. It must be clearly understood that 
what we have done is altogether upon onr own 
motion and our own responsibility, and in the 
public interest alone.

to Pigott in June, 1881, when the latter offered 
to sell out his two papers to Mr. Egan and Mr. 
Parnell: 

HOUSE OF CoMMONS, June 16, 1881. 
R. Pigott, Eeq., Dublin: 

DEAR SIR: In reply to yours of this date, I am 
suré you will feel that I shall always be anxious to 
do what I can for you, but I could not conseat to 
one of the conditions of the purchase being your 
constant employment on the paper. That is a mat- 
ter which would have to be subject to after arrange- 
ment.

Out of this letter Pigott manufactured two 
letters purporting to be addressed te Mr. Egan, 
using the same date with the exception of the 
last figure im the year, transposing the language 
and filling out with words traced frem other 
letters.

DEAR SIR: Lam sure you will feet that I comd 
not appear in Parliament in the face of this ered 
unless I condemned it. Our position there is al- 
waye difficult to maintain; it would be untenabie 
but for the course we took.

sent him *‘a temporary lean of £500.” Egan; 
wrote him a very shorts letter rofusing his 
terms. 


ATCHINOFF’S SHORT REIGN. 

Paris, Feb. 27.—An oflicial note on the Ateh- 
inoff incident is published to-day. The note 
Says that Atchinoff was repeatedly warned that 
Sagallo was French territory. but he persisted 
in claiming that 1t had been ceded to him by the 
Sultan of Tadjurah, and he recognized no 
authority beyond that of the Czar. During his 


short reign Atchinoff treated his followers and 
the natives with the utmost brutality, eausing 
several Russians to fiee for refuge to Obock. 
After a month's patience Admiral Obry, finding 
that the condition ef the colony was becoming 
intolerable and that French territory was being 
treated as & conquered country, sent a final 
warning to Atehinof&£ This being unheeded 
Admiral Obry attaeked the Sagallo fort. The 
Russian Government, the note says, has since 
loyally recognized the fact thatthe French have 
gay done their duty in the matter, and the 
riendly relations between the two countries 
remain unaffeeted.

GERMANY AND SAMOA. 

BERLIN, Feb. 27.—The Deulsches Wochendlalt 
prints letters on the Samoan question from @ 
correspondert in Sydney, New South Wales. 
The writer blames the Germans for supportizg 
Tamasese, who, he says, is neither by birth nor 
by intelligence acceptable to the Samoans as a 
ruler. Mataafa is far more intelligent and in- 
flnential than Tamasese, whois regarded as a 
usurper and a traitor, willing to sell his coun- 
try to strangers. Mataafa could formerly have 
been won to @erman interests, but, being of- 
fended by the support given to Tamasese, he 
fell an easy prey to American intrigues.

THB NEW STEEL-MAKING PROCESS. 

DETROIT, Feb. 27.—The Michigan Steel Com- 
pany is erecting in this city a plant to make 
steel according to the process invented by 
Gustave L. Rebert of Sterray, France, about a 
year ago, andimproved by J. W. Bookwaiter, 
of Springfield, Ohio. Mr. Bookwalter owns the 
rights for the United States, and the plant 
new in process of erection in Detroit wil) be 
the first to be completed in the United States, 
although a company at Chester and another at 
Springtield will seen have plants in operation. 

he new process, it is said, will effect almost 
a@ revolution in this industry, and isan improve- 
ment ou the Bessemer process in that it sep- 
darates the scoria from the metal, leaving pure 
steel. In the Bessemer process the air, under a 
pressure of 24 pounds to the square inch, is 
forced up through the bottom of the converter 
aud through the molten meta). ‘The resulting 
steel isa mixed with impurities and has to be 
rolled to make it pure. 

In the Bookwalter proeess the air, under a 
pressure of three pounds, is introduced above 
the molten metal and the biast, striking the 
surface of the metal at an angle, gathers the 
scoria at the top and on one side. Thus, when 
the converter is emptied the scoria rises to the 
top and the remainder is pure steel, requiring 
no further manipulation. 

The Detroit company will begin werk within 
three months. All the machinery will be worked 
by hydraulics. Lhe output will be about 150 
tons per day.

TO STAMP OUT THE FRUSTS. 

St. Pau, Feb. 27.—Senators Keiler and 
Swenson are anti-trust men. Both of them 
presented measures to-day waking it unlawful 
to form cr organize any ;trusi. A eertifieate of 
stock of a corperation formed for that purpose, 
aecording to their bills, isnot to have any legal 
recognitien in any court of the State, and ali 
deeds given for the purpose of becoming in- 
terested in a trust are to be void. ; 

The Secretary of State is required to ascer- 
tain of each cerporation: doling business as to 
whether it has merged all or any part of its 
business with a trust. The answer is to be 
made under oath, and in ease of failure, the 
Secretary is to Immediately revoke the corpora- 
tion’s charter and give notice of such reveca- 
tion by publishing it in four newspapers in the 
four largest cities In the State. Any company 
already incorporated that enters into a combi- 
nation after the passage of the bill will be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and lable to 
a fineof not less than $5,000.

SUCCESSOR TO SACKVILLE 


IS SIR CHARLES IUPPER 
| DHESTINEHD TO HILL IT? 
SOME THINGS THAT POINT VERY STRONG- ‘) 
LY TO HIM AS THE BRITISH MIN- 
I8STER TO AMERICA. 

Irwaca, N. Y., Feb. 27.—THE Times's corre- 
spondent interviewed to-day Dr. J. G. Schur- 
man, Professor of Philosophy in Cornell Uni- 
versity, concerning the vacaacy at the head of 
the British Embassy to Washington. Dr. Schur- 
man ia himselfa Canadian, Is thoroughly versed 
in the politics of the Dominion, and takes a 
deep interest in the present situation. Hecham- 
pions the political independence of Canada, but 
aceepts annexation as an alternative. 

He said: “I think many interests suffer from 
not havinga British Minister at Washington. 
Uncoubtedly mnueh delay arises from the per 
plexity of the English Ministry over the proper 
disposal ef Lord Sackville. Again, the vacancy 
18 not likely to be filled until President Harrison 
dis inaugurated.” 

“In your opinion who is likely to be the next 
British Minister at Washington?” 

“Putting circumstances together I am in- 
clined to predict the appointment of Sir Charles 
Tupper of Canada, the present High: Commis- 


sioner for Canada in London. It is an open 
secret that Sir Charlies was the head and front 
of the late British Cemmission:of Fisberies. It 
was he and not Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, as is 
popularly supposed, who asserted Canadian 
right and secured all the concessions tor Cana- 
da that were: got ins the fisheries treaty. His 
services were rewarded by a Barenetoy, an 
honor no Canadian statesman had hitherto en- 
joyed, and whieh in my opinion would be an ob- 
stacie to a political career in such a democratic 
country a8 Canada. 1 thinkit indicates that he 
is not likely to return to Canadian politics. 

“Sir Charles isa man of great ability and is 
80 recognized by Lord Salisbury and the British 
Government. He has made thew feel the value 
of Canada as a part of the empire to such an 
extent that the colonial policy has been revolu- 
tlonized in the last few yoars. Formerly the 
British Government was willing to let the col- 
onies go, but now that the Canada Pacific Rall- 
road gives them direct ecommuntieation around 
the world, connecting all parts of the empire on 
their own territory, Canada is as valuable to 
the empire as Ireland or Scotland.: 

“There is a desire to conciliate the Canadians 
in every feasible way. The Liberal Party of 
Canada, however, Only last week introduced 
resolutions into the Canadiau Parliament claim- 
ing for Canada the right to make her own com- 
missions and treaties. Their main argument 
was that their interests were saerificed to Brit- 
ish interests, especially at Washingten, and that. 
the British Minister to Washington was neces- 
Sarily ignorant of Canadian ajiairs. The pro- 
posal was to haye an agentof their own to 
negotiate their treaties, especially with the 
United States. This discussion in the Canadian 
Parliament attracted cousiderable  atten- 
tion in England, and the London Jimes 
warned the Canadians against dGiscussions 
which might carry them further than they 
wanted to go, and claimed atthe same time 
that England always did the best possible for 
Canada, and better usually than the Dominion 
could do alone. 

“This shews that England realizes the neces- 
sity of satisfying Canada. How could it bo bet- 
ter done in the present instance than by the 
appointment tothe Washington embassy of Sir 
Charles Tupper, who, with Sir John Macdenald, 
has nearly made the Canadian history of the 
last generation. He is a man of great ability, 
power, wit, tact, and diplomacy. He would 
probably not be surpassed as a Minister and, 
Ambassador by any member ef the Britisn’ 
diplomatic service, and as British Minister at 
Wasbington he could Manage as no native 
Briton could the affairs, mainiy Canadian, 
which come up for settlement between the 
American and British Governments. 

“This is, of course, only a conjecture, but i¢ 
gains plausibility from the ciroumstance that 
Sir Charlies Tupper last week left London for Can- 
ada unexpectedly, and that before leaving, atan 
after-dimner speech in London, he announced 
that Sir John Macdonald's successor as Premier 
of Canada would probably be a French Cana- 
dian. Now, after Sir John, the most prominent 
Conservative statesmen are Sir Charles Tupper 
and Sir Heetor Langevin. This announcement 
indicates that Sir Charlies withdraws, although 
he has the stronger elaims, in favor ot Sir Hector. 
And Ido n6t see Why He should surrender a 
prize, certainly within his graspif he outlives 
sir John, uniess for some such consideration as 
that of British Minister to Washington, where 
he could serve as no ene else both Canuda and 
the British Empire. His present position as 
High Commiasioner for Canada in Lendon de- 
pends upon the Canadian Premier, and there is 
no certainty, at least, that if a Canadian Liberal 
Government Gomes in power they would retain 
at London the greatest of their political oppo- 
nents.” 

Sir Charlies Tupper was born at Ambert, Nova 
Scotia, in 1821. Hetook the degree of M. D. 
at Edinburgh, and entered Nova Seotian poll- 
tios in 1855. He became Premier of the prov- 
ince in 1864. He carried the project of a con- 
federation of British North American previncoes 
in 1864-7, at which latter date he entered the 
Canadian Parliament, where he has held suc- 
‘oessively all the nigh ottices except Premier. 
He was knighted in 1879. In 1882 he was ap- 
pointed High Commissioner for Canada, and in 
the same year received the degree of D.C. L. 
from Cambridge University. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 27.—It is reported in 
the lobbies ef the House of Commons to-night 
that Sir John Macdonald, Premier of Canada, 
hae been offered the post of British Ambassador 
to the United States. No confirmation of this 
ean be obtained. .

ELIZABETH, N, J., Feb. 27.—The fight between 
the Elizabethport Cordage Works and ex-Mayor 
Ryder ofthis city for the possession of Little 
Smith-street has been ended to-day by a com- 
promise. The cordage compauy wanted the 
streef closed and part of it given np to their use, 
they being desirous of enlarging their plant. 
To this tbe ex-Mayor, who owns considerable 
property in the rear of the establishment, ob- 
jected, as the closing of the street would render 
his holdings worthless. 

The matter was hotly eontested, the beat legal 
talent In the city being employed on both sides. 
Two leng sessions of the Street and Law Com- 
mittees of the City Couneil were held to hear 
the arguments advaaced by the contestants, 

It is said that by the terms of the compromise 
Mr. Ryder will receive over $10,000 for his 
property.

LEGISLATORS COME TO BLOWS. 


A DISGRACEFUL SCENE IN THE INDIANA 
LEGISLATIVE CHAMBER. 

INDIANAPOLI8, Feb. 27.—The bitter feeling be- 
tween the representatives of the epposing par- 
ties in the Legislature here culminated to-day 
in a personal encounter and a scene of great 
exoitementin the House. The Democrats are 
in the majority in both branches of the Assem- 
bly, and their conduct of affairs througnuut the 
session has been on the well-established princi- 
ple that the minority had no rights which they 
were bound to respect. The gag rule has pot 


been altogether euffictent fer their purposes, 
and they have resorted to the employment 6 
double the usual number of doorkeepers apd 
Sergeant-at-Arms te enforce their orders and 
coerce their political opponents. The result 
has been a series of impositions and outrages 
whieh the Republicans have been compelled to 
submit to. 

Late this afternoon a running political dobate 
apraug up on a temperance measure. Kepre- 
sentative Willard, son of one of Indiana's early 
Governors and the leader on the Dewocratic 
sido, called Representative Stanley a liar, and 
Representative Lynch, who waa seated near, 
understood the epithet to apply to bim also. Ho 
rushed over to Mr. Willard’s seat greatly ex- 
cited and struck him a heavy blowin the face. 
Ascore of members and employes rushed in 
and prevented further trouble. After Mr. 
Lynch had cooled Gdewn a little he apologized, 
but the the affair created great excitement. 

An open conflict between Gov. Hevey and the 
Legislature was precipitated this afterneon. 
Some days ago a bill which was iudorsed by the 
Demosratic cancaus was forced through both 
house sunder the gag rule, providing for the 
appointment by the Legislatureof tive Supreme 
Court Comuiseioners to help the present Bench 
got up with their work, which has been running 
Dbehina for years. Tho Commissioners, Demo- 
crats of course, were even selected before tho 
bill passed, ana wheu it came to Gov. Hovey he 
vetoed it, solely on the ground that it was an 
unconstitutional measure, The Democrats 
passed itover his veto with such celerity as 
must have made him aizzy. 

To-day Judge W. E. Niblack, one of the newly- 
elected Commissioners, applied to the Governor 
te sign his commission, but the Governor posi- 
tively refused to doit, giving the same reason 
as he did for the veto. 

The matter will probably get into the courts 
and eventually to the Supreme Court itself.

WHAT DOES THIS MEAN?

HAS THE PHILADELPHIA COMBINE PRE- 
PARED TO MOVE ON BROADWAY? 
A dispatch from Philadelphia yesterday 
auoted Peter A. B. Widener, the horse and cable 
railroad maguate as follows: 


“Our company will begin work, probably within 
90 days, ona cable railroad in Broadway, New- 
York, which, when completed, will be capable of 
currying 1,000,000 passengers each day. It will be 
the iinest road of the kind in the world,” 


Considering that the franchise of the Broad- 
way road made no prevision for any other than 
horse locomotion and that no steps in this direc- 
tion have been breught to public notice or to 
the notice of the municipal autherities, the 
courts, or property owners, the announcement 
struck those who read it as arather bold and 
autocratic assertion. It surprised even the 
Breadway road officials, although the proposi- 
tion to change the style of road did not seem to 
be new tothem. President Thompson said he 
Waa not aware that plans had yet been formu- 
lated for such a change. Beyond disclaiming 
apy definite knowledge about the matter and 
saying that he should consider the announce- 
ment premature, he declined to discuss it.

THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 


A COMMISSION OF CARDINALS NOW EX- 
AMINING ITS STATUTES. 

WASHINGTON, Fed. 27.—The Very Rev. Philip 
J. Garrigan, Viee-Rector ef the Catholic Uni- 
versity which is being erected in this city, has 
arrived here after a visit to the New-England 
States. Father Garrigan is In constant cUni- 
munication with tho Right Rev. Bishop Keane, 
the Rector of the university, who is at present 
in Rome. When he left this country the Bishop 
took with him the statutes of the new universi- 
ty. These were formulated by the American 
Bishops and are now being examiued by a Com- 


Bishops and a dispatch from Rome says that 
they are now printed. They are prefixed by a 
Papal brief, in which a warm eulogy is paid to 
America. The members of the commission 
whieh has deen examining them are Cardinal 
Simeoni, Prefect .of the Propaganda; Cardinal 
Laurenzi, Cardinal Schiaffino, Cardinal Vannu- 
telli, and Cardinal Mazzella. The latter is an 
American citizen. For several years he was a 
Professor at the Jesuit College at Woodstock, 
M4. : 

The news that comes from Bishop Keane 
shews that his mission to the Eternal City has 
thus far been very successful. He nas secured 
the Rev. Dr. Henry Hyvernat, a distinguished 
Roman Professor; to fil the Chair of Biblical 
Archeology. The Boston Pilot's Roman cor- 
respondent says that this department embraces 
Egyptology and Assyriology in their illustra- 
tion of and eonnection with the Old Testament. 
According to this authority it forms a most val- 
uable and nowadays a necessary introduction 
to the study of the Sacred Scriptures. Dr. Hy- 
vernat has just published a work on Coptic 
paleography. He is now making researohes in 
Assyria, aud the knowledge gained by this tour 
will be imparted to the students of the new 
university. 

Father Garrigap has been informed by Bishop 
Keane thata Californian, Juage O'Connor of 
San José, has sent him $50,000 with which to 
establish an additional Faculty in the Divinity 
Department of the new university. Tne new 
Faculty will be that of Canon Law. A Pro- 
fessor has not yet been chosen, but the Rev. Dr. 
7. J. Shahan of Hartford, Conn., will be the as- 
sistant. 

Bishop Keane will probably leave Rome early 
in April. 





A NEW OATHOLIC CATHEDRAL. 
Sin Francisco, Feb. 27.—The new Roman 
Catholic Cathdral of St. Mary, which is being 
erected in this city, willsoon be completed. 
Workwmen are now putting the finishing touehes 
en the spires. Brick, granite, and terra cotta 
have been used in the constructicn of the edi- 


tice, which is 88 feat wide at the towers and 105 
feet at the transepts. The distance from the 
front of the towers to the end of the vestries is 
192 feet. Twotowers atthe front are each 24 
feet square anid 112 feet high. From the top of 
the Gross Which will surmount the spire of the 
main tower to tlhe sidewalk will be 172 feet. 
Tbe cathedral will have a seating capacity of 
4,600. 

Very Rev. Jobn Prendergast, Vicar-General, 
who has been Administrator of the diocese dur- 
ing theabsSence of Archbishop Riordan, Las been 
informed by telegraph that the Arehbishop, 
who has arrived in New-York, witli start to-day 
fer Chicago, where his mother resides. After a 
few days’ visit there Archbishop Riordan will 
leave for this city. The Catholics Lere are ar- 
ranging for a grand demonstration in his honor 
when he arrives. The Archbishop has been ab- 
sent ince last April.

PROBED 10 ‘tHE BOTION. 

A SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO UNEARTH 
THE FRAUD—SPEAKER COLE’S MAN- 

LY DEFENSE OF HIMSELF. 

ALBANY, Feb. 27.—After a month’s delay the 
Assembly decided to-day upon a definite policy - 
conceruiag the ceiling scandal—to appoint a 
apecial committes to take exclusive charge of 
the investigaticn. It took flve hours and a haif 
to decide on this step, but in that time the 
policy laid out at the conference of Republicans 
held at Gen. Husted’s house last night was car- 
ried out, the suap report of the Appropriations 
Committee, which was made on Monday night, 
Was adopted, with certain modifications, and 
the letter of Controller Wemple, repudiating 
his responsibility In paying Contraetor Snaith 
$15,000 over the 20 per cent. limit, was re- 
jected. 

lt was a memorable meeting. By 10 o'clock, 
the hour appointed for the session to begin, 
standing room could not be obtained in tus 
great clamber. One-half of tho Senate was 
present. Senator Cantor, the Fidus Achates of 
Leader Shveban, sat in Judge Greene's soat 
pumping suggestions into the Democratic 
leader. Senator Sloan appeared at Mr. Ains 
worth’s elbow with a cargo of advice, Senator 
lves was close to Adonis Roesch, Senators 
Erwin, Vedder, and Hendricks were elustered 
about Gen. Husted, the General-in-Chief of the 
Republican forces, while Speaker Cole, modest 
and seli-reliant, sat in his room ulone:waiting 
for the signal for toe fray. 

Chairman Ainsworth fought hari against the 
appointment of the new investigation commit 
tee, afld barder still against the selection of 
Hawiltou Fish, Jr., ae its Chairman, but his 
opposition aud bis pitiful appeal 
te stand by him were as futile as the o@bstruc 
tion of a Sapling Inthe way of an 80-ton pro- 
joctilu. Whatever discredit, however, attacied 
to the day’s proceedings must fall upon the 
Democrats. Taovy were not satisfied with theif 
Iuembers of the nheW lnvVeslixation committees, 
They ivsisted. and, untlortunately, Leade»® 
Sheehan reli iuto the trap which the disreputba 
ble members of the minority laid on the privic 
lege of naming their own representatives. The

It was a tield day for Major-Gen. James Will- 
jam Husted, who took cammaud of the Assem- 
bly forces in person. Iiis staif censisted of 
Gen. Batehelier, Col. Crosv¢ of New-York, Col. 
Andrus of Erie, and Coi. Hamuilion Fish, Jr, of 
Putnam The reserves were commanded by 
Col. Frederick 8 Gibbs of New-York, whose 
conduct upder fire proved him to be a veteran 
of experience and velor. 

Mr. Saxton of Wayne was called to the Chair 
by Speaker Cole, and presented a communica- 
tion from Controller Wemple, the material 
points of Which are embracedin the following 
extracts:

The « outrotler was granted no author- 
ity except to certify, before the work could be con-

itis pot true thas I negligently failed to withhold 
20 per cent. of Lue moneys payable tu the contract- 
or under the coniract in qnesilon, or made apy 
illegal or excessive payments to him. The commis- 
sion alone had absolute authority to carry on the 
work and certify to the tioneys due and by their 
cor.tract to retain 20 per cent. of the contract price 
until the work should be finally completed. The 
Controller was bound to respect the authority and 
acts ef the ollicia!s ef the State when executing the 
power specially conferred upon them by the Legis- 
latore. The law gave him po authority to retain 
moneys that the commission by said Superintend- 
ent duly certified to be due ard payable. 

Gen. Husted took the ground that the Con- 
troller should first have senc the communica- 
tion to the Governor, and then if the Executive 
saw fit he could have referred it to the Assem- 
bly. The Assembly would violate its own dig- 
nity it it received it. He moved that it be re- 
spectfully returned. 

Mr. Sheehan declared that any citizen or tax- 
payer whose character had been unjustiy 
assailed by this body, or a committee of ii, had 
a right to repel the insinuation cast upon him. 
It made no differenee whether the House had 
asked him to de so or net—the principle was the 
same. Any State officer had a rigitt to repel in- 
sinuations against his eharacter. He under- 
stood that at a conferenceof Kepublican Assem- 
blymen last night, if was agreed that all 
censure of the Controlier in the repertof the Ap- 
propriations Committees, should be eliminated.

I\yconfess, Mr. Speaker, that I was} here but 
once or twiee, and one of those times Was when 
the extraordinary session of the Legislature 
was heid; but l was not here during any por- 
tion of thetime of the, building of the ceiling. 
I was not consulted, it 1a true; neither were my 
colleagues upon the committee. 

Mr. Speaker, yeu jwili recollect, as the other 
gentlemen upon this floor will remember, that 
last Fall witnessed one of the most stirring po- 
litieal siruggles of history. I bore some partof 
that struggle, as did my colleagues upon this 
fioor. I, perhaps, paid more attention to the 
election of the gentieman who is to be insu- 
gurated on the 4th of Mareh than I did to this 
eelling matter. Perhaps I am not excusable fer 
it. I de net say that I am. I[ am not here, 
though, to claim that any member of this com- 
mittee is corrupt, dishonest, or worse than IL 
nm. I admit, perhaps, as 1 have stated before, 
shat I might have beem guilty of negligence, 
but I have not been guilty of anything that is 
dishonest. [am not guilty of anything that I 
am not perfectly willing the world should know 
and see. 


It has been asserted upon the floor that I 
am too anxious to squelch this investigation. 
I deny the imputation andI defy any person 
here to assert that I have done anything to 
equeleh thie investigatien. Iam the Speaker 
of this House. I am anxious that this éession 
shall proceed in erder and that some time be- 
fore July this Legislature shall do ite work and 
gohome. I have told several gentlemen on this 
floor that 1 thought further investigation possi- 
bly was necessary and wise. I have told them 
that it might ve wiser to refer it to the Attorney- 
General, to the Grand Jury of Albany Oounty, 
tothe District Attorney of Albany, or even te 
the two Pinkerton detectives whieh the dis- 
tinguished amd genial correspondent of THE 
Niw-YouK TimMps says have been haunting the 
hotels for the last three or four weeks, sent 
here by gentlemen interested in the prosecu- 
tion of this investigation. I am willing 
that it should be referred to anything 
or. anybody. I am willing that the 
the investigation probe should go as far ae it is 

ossible for an investigation probe to go, and 
? pray God that it may go deep, and I pray 
God that whoever has been guilty of 
anything criminal oor corrupt in this 
matter may  0»be shown up in his 
true colors. There is nothing yet in the testi- 
mony to convict any public offieer of having 
beon guilty of corruption. There are things, 

erhaps, eonnected with the relations of the 
Raperintendens of Public Buildings and the con- 
tracters which might be explaimed; but, Mr. 
Speaker, I charge no man with being corrupt, 
because no corruption has yet been proved, ex- 
cept possibly a collusion on the part of the eon- 
pe eaten I do not propese te make this a polit 
ical question. 

Now, Mr. Speaker, it has been said that there 
has been some personal spleen behind this mat- 
ter in connection with me. I am not here to 
ask any favor on account of anything that any- 

may have against me eu the floor of this 
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House or anywhere else. Iam perfootly willing 
thst any gentleman, whether he is v3 enemy or 
my friend, should go to the bettom of this mat- 
ter and should investigate it as he sees fit; wit 
allthe power of the Statéof New-York ut his 
vack to eompel the production of papers and 
witnesses, 

Now, Mr, Speaker, there is another thing 
that [ have not done. I have not been actuated 
in this matter entirely by a fear of public opin- 
ion. [have tried todo right. [have not gone 
about asking the raportér@’ of newspapers in 
this House what they thought was wise and 

ust in this matter, nor been actuated entirely 

y @ @raven fear of their eriticiam. I stand 
upon my manbeod, my independence, my in- 
tegrity. I am willing, I say, that this should 
be investigated to the bottom, and I am per- 
fectly willing to take my share of the responsl- 
bility, no moré, no less, as the gentloinan has 
80 well expressed it.” ie 

Gen. Husted wanted the thira recommenda- 
tion of the Appropriations Cenimittee report 
expunged—that section whieh authorized Com- 
missioner Perry to compel the contractors to 
finish the work according to the plans and 
specifications within GOdavs afteradjournment 
—but the difference of sentiment was so marked 
.and émphatic that, as a compromise, the Gen- 
eral was forced to aceept Mr. Coon’s suggestion 
to lay that seetion on the table. 

Gen. Batcheller made a serio-comic speech. 
He wanted the whole ceiling removed, because 
it wasa fraud anda sham. He assailed Archi- 
tect Rowe and laid the atroeious architectural 
biunders on his shoulders, He declared that 
the coat ofjarms of the State cut into the wall 
was grieved at the scandalous proceedings it 
ttad seen, aud the ceiling ttself had dropped a 
foot over the arches. He declared that the 
Goddess of Liberty had poked her sword into 
the buzzard that had been Grawn forsn American 
eagle, and Liberty herself iovoked as 1¢ sue had 
recovered from a debauch, ‘“ Den’t refer this 
matter to the Albany County Grand Jury,” he 
said, ‘for most of them have had portions of 
the meat.” 

This remark brought Mr. Hitt of Albany to 
lis feet to reply to the insinuation thas Albany 
County Grand Juries could not be trusted. 

Gen. Batcheller said that when the stenog- 
raphber furnished him a copy ef his remarks he 
would write under it, ** This is a joke.” 

Mr. Hitt said 1t was a very poor joke. 
Albanians had bad very littie to do with the 
construction of this Capitol. 

Mr. Crosby asked whether Mr. Hitt had heard 
that the District Attorney of Albany County 
was reported to be an intimate friend of Mr. 
Eugene Weod, who had been charged with be- 
ing mixed up with tne scandal. 

Mr. Hitt replied that he had never heard any 
su6k thing, but he did know that the people of 
Albany had the utmost contidence in Mr. Reilly, 
the District Attorney. 

The amendment striking out the third recom- 
mendation in the report was adopted, and the 
report a8 amended adopted, Mr. Crosby with- 
drew his resolution for a special committee to 
be suggested by the Judiciary Committee, and 
Mr. Gibbs offered the following resolution:

Resoived, That a special committee of seven mem- 
bers of this House to conaist of Messrs. Fish, Aspin- 
all, McMaster, King, Creamer, Blumenthal, and 
Dunham, be and is here appointed for the’ pur- 
pose of a thorough investigation of all questions 
connected with the construction of the Assembly 
ceiling and staircase with power to send for persons 
and papers. Said committee is authorized to em- 
ploy a stenographer and such counsel, accountants, 
and experts as it may deém necessary ‘to make such 
investigation thorough and effective, and to report 
to this Heuse on or gefore March 14 such recem- 
mendations as in its podem t the public interest 
may require and for the purpose of remedial legis- 
lation. 

Resolved, That said committee is hereby author- 
ized to sit in the city ot Albany or elsewhere in this 
State, and to conduct the investigation specified in 
the above resolntiens. 

This resolution led to a long debate. Mr. 
Ainsworth protested against Mr. Fish’s a 

ointment as Chairman of the committee. “He 
oe deciared that heis my enemy,” exclaimed 
Mr. Ainsworth. Judge Greene and Mr. Shee- 
han insisted that the Democrats should have 
the naming of their own members ef the com- 
mittee. The House refused to stand by Mr. 
Ainsworth, but heeded the request of Messrs. 
Greene and Sheehan. Mr. Creamer said be was 
willing to retire, but his colleagues would nos 
listen to it. 

The Gibbs resolution was carried by a vote of 
68 to 14, the negative votera who favored sup- 
pressing further investigation being Messrs, 
Bauer, Dayidson, Edwards, Fitts, Lewis, Little, 
Maynard, Peck, efit, Towne, Upson, and Yates, 
Republicans, and MoUann and McLaughlin, 
Democrats. 

The House passed the }Senate resolution to 
adjourn from Friday of this week to Monday, 
March 11, by a vote of 66 to 35. Mr. Sheehan 
took the ground that if the resolution was 
beaten the Republicans would go te Washington 
in numbers se large as to prevent any business 
being done by the House. 

Mr. Fish said to-night that the committee 
would begin work to-morrow, and would sit 
every Gay until the work was closed up. It is 
not unlikely that they will go te New-York and 
Ithaca. The name of the counsel has not been 
determined upon yet. 


THE SENATE. 

Tho bill appropriating $200,000 for the Wash- 
ington Centennial was unanimously passed, and 
now goes to the Governor.

Senator Walker, from the Railroad Commit- 
tee, stated that a hearing had been given on 
Mr. Pierce’s cable railway resolutions referred 
to it yesterday, and recemmended that the 
Common Ceuneil of New-York be requested to 
forward to the Senate the lists of petitioners 
who favor the road which are in their poases- 
sion.

ME. DEPHW ON 1HE MODERN 
NEWSPAPER. — 
SPEAKERS AND GUESTS AT THE ANNUAL 
DINNER OF THE NEW-YORK PRESS 
CLUB, 

The annual banquet of the New-York 
Press Club was celebrated at Delmonico’s last 
night, and the large dining hall was filled with 
representative newspapér men and their friends. 
Col. John A. Cookerill, President of the Club, 
presided, and among thosé present were Mayor 
Grant, Mayor Orestes Cleveland of Jersey 
City, Judge Henry Hilton, Roswell P.

Jersey New-York would starve, even though 
New-Jersey’s modest gardeners were denied a 
place in New-York’s markets. He tonched up 
the foibles of the different néwspapers and re- 
tired amid a storm of applause. 

In calling upon Mn Chauncey M. Depow 
President Cockerill assigned to him the toast, 
“The Difference Between a Newspaper Man 
and a Journalist.” ws 

r. Depew replitd by saying that the only 
way to meet & Newspaper man Was as An inter- 
viewer. In that case ome went into history, 
either a5 what ene himself had said or what the 
interviewer had said. In eithér caso the inter- 
viewed has§to appear before the public as the 
interviéwoer chooses to place him. Newspaper 
reat deal atiout the “ Big Four” itn 
politics, buf, as a tmatter of fact, they knew 
ittle abeut it. The manceuvres ef the * Big 
‘our’ and other politicians generally meant a 
retest to preterve the harmony of the party, 
and that meant a request to abandon one’s own 
candidacy or one’s own candidate. 

In Mr. Depew’s opinion the journal of to-day 
referred to follow or reflect, because in such & 
ourse —e was more money. This was wrong. 

A journal should lead instead of following. 
There night be lees money in the latter course, 
but there was More power, more respect, and 
more moral force. Sometimes a journal might 
make a mistake in leading, but such a 
course was bound to make it the 
ournal of country in the end. Mr. 

epew cited the ‘“boodlo”’ cases 45 
an evidence of the fact that the newspapers 
had reversed the law of New-York. When the 
newspapers had tried and convicted a ‘‘ boodler”’ 
the law had to step, because the Court of Ap- 

eals stepped in and said that a man could not 

6 tried and convicted twice for tho same 
offense. 

Mr. Depew referred eloquently te the trial. of 
the London Times, and said that the half 
apology it had uttered in the case of Pigott 
did not place journalism where it should be. It 
shoulda have made afull acknowledgement of 
its error. Mr. Depew then told of bis recent 
investigation of the newspapers in the days of 
Washington’s Administration. He was aston- 
ished atthe brutality and misrepresentations 
that he found there. Contrasting that condi- 
tion with the condition of newspapers to-day, Mr. 
Depew concluded that no development was se 
large, so grand, or 80 rapid as that of journal- 
ism. The press was the photographer of the 
world, and while it was the duty of the press to 
reflect as well as to lead, it was the duty of 
public men to act so as net to incur its criticism. 

Mr. Depew was followed by Mr. Charles 
Emery Smith of the Philadelphia Press, who 
dealt ar gt with Le personality of the jour- 
nalists of the day and their relations to one an- 
ether. Then the Rev. De Witt Talmage spoke 
eloquently, wittily, and satirically of the press. 
From his observation oe experiences ef man- 
kind he had concluded that every man had 
within him a dDand of musio and a funeral pro- 
cession and that it depended altogether on 
which was started.

While thay were away on their tour Mr.

They 
packed up all of Mrs. Stephens’s pessessions 
and had them sent to Philadelphia, She paid 
the hotel bills incurred during her and her bhus- 
band’s stay at the hotel eines their marriage. 
A ring which had been presented to her by her 
husband and which was not paid for she re- 
turned to the jeweler. 

In the meantime Stephens had left Philadel- 

hia for Breocklyn, His mother-in-Jaw refused 

im admittance to her house and refused te 
have anything to do with any compromise. On 
Monday a letter was reeeived by Mr. Freneh 
frem Stephens, offering to secure Mr, French as 
much a’ he could by giving a mortgage on his 
mother’s household . furniture.

Frederic Morley of Detroit died sudden- 
ly yesterday afternoon of heart disoase, aged 
abeut 62 years. He went to Detroit from Cen- 
tral New-York in 1854, where he had been for 
several years the publisher of a weekly Whig 
newspaper of considerable local importan ce. 
He was sent to Detroit on the recommendation 
of Senator Seward and Thurlow Weedjto assistin 
the publication of a new paper, the Inquirer 
which was started there in the beginningof that 


ear. He had been an aetive local politician in 
‘New-York and an ardent admirer of the dis- 
tinguished politieians already named. 

In 1867, upon the retirement of Carl Schurz 
from the editorship of the Detroit Post, which 
bad been established the year befera by Senator 
Chandler and his friends, Mr. Morley was 
placed in editorial eharge ef that journal, a 

osition whieh he held till after Senator Chan- 

ler’s death, when it was Consolidated with 
the Yribune in 1870. Mr. Morley was, dur 
ing all this perlod, an active and trusted 
friend and counselor of Senator Chandler, and 
threugh the columns of the Post sided jargely 
in perpetuating the political reign of that ag- 
gressive Peoatrois who so long dietated the 





policy and controlled the patronage of the Re- 
publigan Party in Miebigan. 

Mr. Morley had taken little part in politics 
since he retired from the Post, Bus retained his 
aetive interest in all current movements to the 
last. He had an extensive aequaintance with 
political leaders, large knowledge and experi- 
ence in political affairs, was a keen observer, a 
shrewd judge of human nature of the partisan 
variety, and a writer of rare vigor and incisive- 
ness. His wife survives him.

Ex- United States Senator John W. Johnston diea 
at Richmond, Va., yesterday. He was born at Pan- 
icello, 8, C., Sept. 9, 1818, and was graduated from 
the South Carolina College in Columbia. 6 stud- 
ied law at the University’ of Virgiula, and was 
made a District Judge when bat 21 years of age. 
In 1847 and 1848 he seryed in the Virginia Senate, 
and in 1870 was elected United States Senator for 
that State for the term cncinn 1871, and was re- 
elected for the term ending in 1877, and in January, 
1876, was re-elected for the term ending in 18383.

REASONS FOR NOT SIGNING. 
Vice-President Harris of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Northern Road bas written a 


long letter to President Strong of the Atehison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé Railway Company telling 


why his eompany bas declined to sign the | 


greement establishing the Inter-State Railway 
Association. The Chicago, Burlington and 
Northern’s competitors, he urges, are not in the 
assvciation. Says the letter: 

‘“‘Our company is vitally interested in the rates 
and regulations of all failways doing business 
between the East and points on or north of the 
illinois-Wisconsin State line, and our great objec- 
tion to the proposed association is that it does not 
comprise many of the lines with which ‘ve are in 
daily competition. The lines to which we refer are 
dcubtiess well known to you, but for the purpose of 
being exact I will state that any Association at- 
tempting to regulate thetratiic between St. Paul 
and Minneapolis and points east thereof muat in- 
clude tlie ‘Soo’ line, the St. Paul and Duluth, the 
Mastern Railroad of Minnesota, the Manitoba, and 
the builuth, South Shore and Atlantic, as well as 
the lines reaching the Hast via Chicago and other 
gateways. For our company to ignore the railways 
whose neareat points are St. Louis, Kausaa City, 
Omaha, and Denver, and in whose traffic we have 
no interest, is manifestly out of the question.” 

It is added: 


“ We think the association should cheerfully grant 
to our company some rights demanded and preity 
generally exercised by the oricinal promoters, te 
wit, the right to have competitors inclaied. Tharé- 
fore, assuring you of our sympathy with thw ob-

BAY STATE RAILROADS. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 27.—The annual report 
of the Massaehusetts Railway Commissioners 
Was submitted to the Legislature this afternoon.

A MAN MURDERED BY HIS WIFE AND 4A 
WOMAN UNACCOUNTED FOR. 
NEW-ORLBEANS, Feb, 27.—-Another Italiam mur: 
der, atrocious in all its details, has followed, if 
not resulted, from the mysterious murder of 
Vincenzo Ottumva some weeks ago. The body 
of the latter was found in the swamp in the 
rear of the city on the Sth of January. It was 
mutilated and identification was difficult. Ig 
was learned that the vietim had beem murdered 
at the house of Anthony Dema, on Howard 
Street, hear Perdido. Dema’s wife confeased ta 
having seen her husband almost sever Vineen- 


zo’s head with a razor and then, with the as- 
sistance of Antonio Corso, carry it away im tag 
latter’s fruit wagon, 

While Mra, Dema was making her statement 
te the Chief of Police another woman Of the 
samc nationality foreed her way into the reom 
and nd Sighs intimated that Mra, Dema would 
be Killed for confessing her husband's complict- 
ty ia the murder. When the case against Dema 
and Corso was called for examination last Sate 
urday it was dismissed, ewing to the absenee of 
the principal State witness, Mary Dema. she 
has not since been found, and it is supposed bas 
been murdered, 

Among those who manifested the most inter. 
est in the case, and one who loudly condemned 
the crime of Dema and Corso, was one Pippini 
Mattiano or Martinez. By so doing he incurred 
the distrust and enmity of his fellow-eountry- 
men, Who upheld the vendetta srstem of pro- 
testing the murderer and hiding the proofs of 
his guilt. 

Last Monday Mattiano’s wife, who resides on 
Derbigny and Bienville streets, announced that 
her husband had gone to the country. Tha 
same day she, too, disappeared. To-day bringa 
the discovery that the woman murdered her 
busband, at the command, the theory is, of the 
friends of Dema and Corso, The aeed was proba- 
bly committed Sunday night while Mattiano 
was in bed. Hé was evidently kilied with 3 
buteher’s axo, whieh has been fod, together 
with a bloody oyster knife. ° 

To prevent identification of the corpse, the 
head, arme, and legs weré wet with sil and sat 
on fire until the head was nearly burned off 
Both forearms were incinerated and one leg des 
stroyed by the flames. The remains, in this 
condition, were discovered in a secret closet 
this morning, wrapped in a charcoal Sack. The 
body was charred and bDloedy, and contained no 
clothing Sunt a piece of a shirt. 

In an adjoining room a pool of blood wag 
found in the bed, and traces of blood wera 
everywhere around. On the floor were the foot- 
prints of a woman. 

‘To-night the murderess was arrested by Chief 
of Police Hennessey.

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SENATOR BAKER REVOLT 

AND REFUSES 10 IGNORE HIS 
COUNTY'S WISHES. 

GREAT PRESSURE BROUGHT TO BEAR 
ON HIM BY HIS DEMOCRATIC COL- 
LEAGUES IN NEW-JERSEY IN VAIN. 

TRENTON, N. J., Feb, 27.—Senator Baker of 
Cumberland County is the first Democrat to 
represent that county in the Senate for many 
years. The county is generally Republican by 
1,200 majority. This county is also strongly 
prohibitionist. Last yeartwo Demoeratis rep- 
resented it in the House, but this year, owing to 
the Republicans having passed the Local Option 
bill, two Republieans were elected by very 
large majorities, 

To Senator Baker the repeal of the Local 
Option bill meant more than te any other Sen- 
i*o. The sentiment and votes of his county 
were directly antagonistic to his party eaucus 
decree, When the cauctis adopted the Werts re- 
pealer of the Local Option bill and refused any 
of the amendments. Very quietly but firmly 
he said he would sot vote for the measure, 
Finding him firm in this position, every method 
kuowa to politicians was used to induee him to 
change his determination. United States sena- 
tor kePhersou came en from Washington, and 
With ex-Goy, Abbett, Gottfried Tineger, and 
@thers, began s¢ricusly to eonsider Senator 
Baker's amendment, and seeing that nothing 
wlse would satisfy him, recommended to the 
Boenatore that thoy agree to if. , 

When tas bili comes up in the Senate it will 
be amended as agreod upon and sont to the 
House, Itis snid that several Assembly men ob- 
ject to the loaders woentioned coming here and 
usurping ali the fuxotions of the caucus, and 
that when the vil gets before them they will 
inake mincemess of the amendment, — 

Senator Baker's change in the bill gives to the 
teowuship voters the right, apen 25 per cent. of 
them fo auch towbahips petitioning therefor, to 
hare 2 epevial elestion at whieh shall be doter- 
Yained what the fee for lisense in auch towuships 
shall be. Taey can 2x it as biph as they choose, 
aud thug pRactieally make it prohibition, 

The adoption of this amendment will practi- 
cally give Senator Bakera victory over the Dem- 
acratic Party of North Jersey, and 1t has ooca- 
sloped the remark by one of the Norih Jersey 
Asseemd!ymen thatif the billthus amended is 
Bent to the House it will raise a gecd deal of a 
rewW, a8 iney won't be dictated to. 

Tne bill was net brought up to-day because 
of the absence of Senator Adrain. Goy. Green 
suggested te the Judiciary Committee that the 
Australian Balict Reform bili be amended so 
that instead of the election officers writing their 
initials upon the ballot when handed to the 
voter it be stamped therewith, and that a eopy 
efthe face of the ticket be given eut by the 
County Clerks, printed upen tinted paper in- 
stead of electrotyped upon white paper, to all 
whe applied prior to election. Owing to the 
length of the baliots the new glass self-register- 
ing ballot boxes will have to be discarded and 
the old wooden boxes again put inuse. The 
bill was reported tavorably after the confer- 
enos with the Governor, and his suggestion 
will be embodied in amendments and adopted.

OLD FAMILY RELICS. 


MANUSCRIPT SERMONS AND PAPERS 
FOUND IN A LIQUOR SALOON. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Feb. 27.-—The discovery of 
& lot of manuscript sermons and papers beleng- 
ing to the family of Abby and Julia Smith, who 
made the celebrated resistance to unjust taxa- 
tion in.the town of Glastonbury several years 
ago, is an event of considerable local interest. 
The sermons were found in a saloon in this eity, 
where they had been taken by an old auctioneer. 
They were preached from 60 to 70 years ago by 
the Rey. Zephaniah Hollister Smith, the father 


of the well-known woman suifragis{ sisters, 
who at one time in -~his life was a settled Pastor 
at Newtown, in Fairtield County. 

Mr. Smith was a man of eecentric disposition, 
and the pastoral life did not suit his tastes. 
Alter a few years he abandoned the puipit and 
removed to Glastonbury, where he engaged in 
forming and built up a sort of law practice, 
His wife was an iniellectual woman witha 
special fancy for astrenomy and versilication. 
One of the manuscript astronomies which she 
prepared for the training of her daughters was 
found with the collection of sermons. There 
Was also in the lot a manuscript poem, written 
on the eccasion of her duughter Abby’s re- 
moval to Western New-York te engage in scheol 
teaching. Most ofthe papers discovered have 
been placed in the possession of Miss Mary 
Hall, Who was the first woman admitted to the 
Bar in this State. she was an interested friend 
of the family. 

The sister Julia, after Abby’s death, married 
an octogenarian from Vermont by the name of 
Parker. She was herself at the time of the 
marriage in the neighborhood of 80 years of 
age. Her marital life was not of the pleasant- 
est Character. Her death oceurred a few years 
ago, but ber husband stili survives, being up- 
ward of 90 years of age. He oecasionally vislis 
the elty, coming in from one of the suburbs of 
the town. Formerly be was a practitioner at 
the Bar. It is presumed that he sold the old 
sermons and papers, whieh must have come 
inte his possession after his wife's decease. in 
the Gollection was the remnant of an ola New- 
Engiapd primer, whieh is valued for ite antiaq- 
uity. The fact that these old family relics 
were fonud in a lignor saloon would make the 
sistere turnin their graves if they could know 
of it.

VOVREL METHODS OF DUCK HUNTERS 

New-Lonvon, Conn., Feb. 27.--Two duck 
hunters—-Georgs O’Neiland Henry Partridge— 
who have just returned from a season of shoot- 
ing at Montauk Point, i. I., report the novel 
methods ef duck hunting resorted to by a Mas- 
sachusetts sportsman named Chadwick,who has 
been spending much of the Winter about Fort 
Pond Bay and Napeague Harbor, Chadwick 
has an ice tricycle which travels on runners, 
upun Which they say he 1s able to cruise over 
maany miles of inshore ponds and land-locked 
bays dally without fatigue. 

The machine is fitted with twe steel runners 
forward like an leeboat, and steers with a mov- 
able runner aft. Between the two forward run- 
ners, and slightly in their rear, a steel-ealked, 
wrought iron wheel travela on thsice. This 18 
the propelling power. It is about three feet in 
diameter, and can be geared so as to make three 
revolutions to one of the foot pedals, or less 
than haif a revolution to each turn of the 
cranks, according to the speedrequired, Under 
favorable conditions a remarkably high rate of 
speed may be maintained, and in seudding be- 
fore the wind, or ip running with a beam wind, 
the propelling wheel is lifted up and a little 
panoe mast and sails are rigged up and made to 
do good service. 

Mr. Chadwick was easily able to otutshoot his 
fellow-sportsimen on Long Island, as with the 
aid of his machine he could follow the game for 
any Gistaunce im an ingredibly short space of 
time. In approaching an opening ip the ice 
filled with ducks he is enabled to get very near 
to it befere shooting by decorating his trieycle 
with brush and trees, and in this way disarm- 
ing the birds of all suspicion as to Its real char- 
acter. By moving head on to the quarry from 
the leeward with the machine disguised in this 
manner the ducks would frequently sit in the 
water until within easy range.

HARTFORD, Feb. 27.—Secretary Gold of the 
Btate Agricultural School at Mansfield finds it 
necessary fer the benefit of the farming som- 
munity of the State to recommend an innova- 
tion in terms of sehooling of sueh young men 
aS cannot avail themselves of its advantages 
during the busy season on the farm. He recom- 
menads a short Winter course, terminating April 
1. The school now has 40 members. Its jarm 
products amounted to $2,498 tor the year 18388.

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SMUGGLING ON THE BORDER. 


THE GOOD WORK WHICH MIGHT BE 


DONE BY A PROPER VESSEL. 

OaDENSEURG, N. Y., Feb. 27.—Ever since the 
recent great smuggling plots were frustrated in 
the vicinity of this place, Government officials 
have recognized that the naval force detailed to 
assist the customs officials on Lake Ontario and 
the St. Lawrence River is altogether too small 
and improperly equipped. Perhaps in no part 
of the United States, except along the borders 
of British Columbia, is there so much smuggling 
carried on as there is aesross the St. Lawrence 
River in the vicinity of Ogdensburg and Pres- 
cott, Canada, rat Gai 

The recent attempts to run across opium 
in quantities valued as high as $40,000 shows 
to what extent the smugglers have dared to go, 
and had it not been for mere accident the last 
forty-thousand-dollar trunkful of opium would 
have been safely run into the intérior of the 
State. Butit happened that one of the districy 
inspeetors passed op the roadway, while 12 
miles inland from the river, two men who were 
inasleigh. In the bottom of the sleigh tho in- 
spector espied a large iron-beund trunk, and, 
his suspicions being immediately aroused, he 
called upon the men to stop. A search revealed 
thé trank to be {uli of opium, having just been 
run over from the Canc.da side across the frozen 
river. This very opiura the inspectors were on 
the outleok for, and yetit had so far escaped 
their vigilance that but for the ahove mere ac- 
cllental passing of the two sleighs in the road- 
way the stuff weuld have been safely run 
across. 

The practice which seems to bein common 
vogue is first to parchase the opium in China, 
and have it shipped by steamer or sailing 
yeasel. to British Columbia. From here itis 
sent in trunks over the Caradian Pacitic to the 
vicinity of Prescott, or some other smali Cana- 
dian plaee on the &t. Lawrence River. If may 
perhaps be shipped backward and forward over 
the Canadian roads a dozen times, to elude, if 
possible, any one on the watch, and then at the 
right moment be run across the riverin boats 
by night, er, in the Winter time, taken across 
in sisighs. 

But opium emuggling is only one of the many 
forms of the iliegal trafiic engaged in in this 
vicinity. During the Summer months the esti- 
mated amount of merchandise, provisions, and 
liquors rup across from Canadian shores to the 
hundreds of Summer resorts and hotels slong 
the river and among the Thousand Islands ex- 
eceds ally possible conjecture. It is safe to say 
that 9 out of every 10 of the hundreds ef Sum- 
miner hotels along the St. Lawrence, which 
are full to overflowing during the Sum- 
mer, receive the great bulk of all their 
stores and provisions frem the Canada 
side, and surely ali their liquors. Many of the 
hotel propristors do not hesitate to laugh at the 
manner in which they elude the customs 
officials by rugning the supplies across at night 
time in swift Beats. At Thousand Isiaud Park 
it is said that not one drop of the liquer in the 
great hotels there comes from the American 
side, and it is also said that no American 
steamer can ever give account of predd Ag 3 any 
part of the vreat buikx of liquors stored in the 
cellars of the hotel. 

To assist the customs officials in the St. Law- 
rence River the United States revenue cutter 
Bibb has been doing duty for several years. 
The headquarters of this vessel are at Oswego, 
and in addition to duty on the St. Lawrence the 
Bibb has aiso the patrol of the whole ef Lake 
Ontario, her entire ground extending between 
Niagara and the 8St. Lawrence River as far 
down as Ogdensburg. To well examine her 
cruising station the Bibb cannot well make 
more than three runs over her ground in one 
month, and, a8 a matter of faet, there 15 only 
one part of the station that really deserves 
watching, and that part is between the mouth 
of the St. Lawrence River and Ogdensburg. 

But for this part of the siation the Bibb is 
really inadequate. She draws about 94 feet of 
water, and, in running on the river,is com- 
pelica to keep the main channel. There is no 
place fer herto anchor and few places where 
she can tie up for the nigbt and be secure in 
the erowded river. On Lake Ontario she is 
eminently titted for tho work imposed on her, 
and thisis where she belongs. She is com- 
inanded by a most efiielent officer, Capt. 
Frank Barr, and whatis pessible fer the Bibb 
to accomplish will be done by this officer. 
Whatis needed in the &t. Lawrence River isa 
fast-moving steam launeh. having a speed of 
not less than 16 to 17 kuots, of the Herreshoff 
type of engines, and manned by a crew of 
at least six good blue-jackets. The launch 
should have pienty of length, but not draw over 
tive feet of water. With a eraft of this descrip- 
tion it would be possible to tie up at night time 
at any piace aleng the river bank, dari here and 
there among the islands, be at one place to-day 
and 50 miles from there onthe next, and the 
chauces are that in one menth the craft would 
make enough of seizures to pay for herself. Pus 
herincommand of a Third Lieutenant, some 
young officer full of spirit, of activity, and the 
chances are that, if given a roving commission, 
thousands of dollars might be cenverted into 
the Treasury and the revenue laws of the 
United States ebeyed by the border people of 
the north and the hotel proprietor in a man- 
ner demanded by the Revised Statutes,

WORK OF THE MILLERS. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn,, Feb, 27.—The Northwest- 
ern Miller says: 

“More than the usual number of mills ran last 
week, and theugh most of these depending wholly 
upon water for power fared poorly, the work of all 
put together crowded the flour output to the high- 
est polntiu three months. The aggregate produc- 
tion of the 13 mills running was 96,250 barrels, 
(averaging 15,041 barrels daily.) against 88,270 
barrels the previous week, and 109,500 barrels for 
the corresponding time in 1888. For several days 
past-dloating ice has been giving the west side mille 
@n unusual amount of troudle,and at the same 
time has affected the head of water. This was 
largely due to the severe weather prevailing, and 
as it has greatly moderated less difficulty is antici- 
pated in this direction.

The annual Pension Appropriation | bill 
which has just been agreed toin Cengress 
originally passed the. House, it is said, after 
about five minutes’ consideration; yet it 
calls, in round numbers, for $84,000,000. 
It isa familiar remark that no country in 
the world ever paid such sums as ours does 
to its old soldiers; butit might be added 
that no country ever made eighty-four-mill- 
ion-dollar appropriations for any purpose 
with so little haggling. It is true that this 
is merely asum ascertained by the Pension 
Bureau to be necessary to meet obligations 
already entered into; butit is nevertheless 
a serious amount to be paying out yearly in 
gratuities. Norisit by any means certain 
that the sum just voted will cover the 
coming year’s needs. For the current fiscal 
year the sum of $79,173,000 was appropri- 
ated, aud a few weeks ago $8,000,000 was 
found necessary for getting through the 
regular expenditures until June 30, which 
makes about $87,000,000 in all. The last 
report of Commissioner BLACK showed that 
the amount paid for pensions from the year 
1861 up to July 1, 1888, was $963,086,444. 
Since the greater part of the current appro- 
priation has since been expended, it fol- 
lows that at this time fully $1.000,000,000 
has been laid out in pensions, and this sum 
will have reached $1,050,000,000 by: July 1.

One thing is to be keptin 
mind about the politics of last year. Gov. 
HILu was bent upon seturing his own re- 
election and not upon the re-election of 
President CLEVELAND. ,The'Republican pol- 
iticians were bent upon securing the Elect- 
oral vote of this State and not upon the 

‘election of WARNER MILLER as Governor. 
Both objects could be secured by working 
together for that end, and not otherwise. 
Consequently, a job might be worked in the 
interest of Hit and the Republicans at the 
same time. It is to be noticed that through- 
out this recent investigation of the ceiling 
matter it bas been Republicans mainly that 
have tried to prevent the: inquiry from 
going beyond the architect, the Superin- 
tendent, and the contractor; but they have 
had the quiet co-operation and support of 
certain Democrats. 

The public demand for a more thorough 
investigation that shall unearth the cor- 
ruption and the crookedness that are at the 
bottom of this job has forced the Assembly 
to order a new inquiry by a special commit- 
tee. Butitis an ominous fact that Hus- 
TED, the friend and confidant of Gov. HILu 
in all matters of jobbery and political deal- 
ing, seized the leadership in this move- 
ment. HAMILTON FisH, Jr., was made 
Chairman of the special committee. Mr. 
Fisu has made a great show of zeal in pros- 
ecuting the inquiry before the Appropria- 
tions Committee and insisting upon thor- 
eughness; but as a politician he is not 
overscrupulous, and his character and 
party record do not invite confidence. 
Mr. CrosBy, equally zealous and far more 
trustworthy, is not on the committee. Of the 
other Republican members, MCMASTER and 
KiNG have not been conspicuous one way 
or the other and are lacking in experience. 
BLUMENTHAL and RoEscH, the two Demo- 
crats who have shown most interest in 
pushing the inquiry, are not on the com- 
mittee; but CREAMER and McCann, who 
are there, are not men to be counted upon 
for thorough work in behalf of the public. 
The committee ought to have been made up 
of the very best material for its task, but, 
on the whole, it is weak. James W, Hus- 
TED is not after an investigation that shall 
lay bare the sources.of this ceiling jobbery, 
and the committee apparently suits him. 
Shall we get at the politics that ‘came in” 
and find out what they did? 








REACTIONARY REPUBLICANISM. 

Probably most intelligent Republicans 
would resent the statement that their party 
has become in many essential regards the 
reactionary party of the United States, the 
party corresponding more nearly to the To- 
ries of England and the Bourbens of France. 
The Republican Party was for so many 
yeurs closely connected with progress in 
the United States, it advocated and carried 
through so many measures that were really 
progressive, that it is difficult for these who 
remain attached to it to understand that it 
has substantially changed its character and 
tendencies, and, in some important respects, 
has reversed them. But to those Republic- 
ans, who having formerly ‘been deeply 
and ardently attached to the party and 
having given toit years of devoted and 
disinterested labor have been. forced to 
stand apart from it, and in many things 
to act with its opponents, this factis not 
only sadly plain, but has been the cause of 
their separation from old party connections. 
It needs put a brief reference to some re- 
cent and conspicuous events to make clear 
what we refer to. 

It was once the boast—and justly the 
boast—of the Republican Party that it rec- 
ognized the equal rights of all American 
citizens whether native or foreign born, but 
that it would yield nething to the demands 
of any class of any one nationality. In this 
it held itself distinct from the Democrats 
to whom it attributed an undue respect 
amounting to subserviency to the Irish 
voters. Certainly the spectacle of the last 
campaign, as well as that of the campaign 
of 1884, makes that boast now an idle and 
a false one. The one object of the leaders 
of the Republican Party has become—after 
the satisfaction of the demands of the pro- 
tected interests—the winning of the Irish 
vote. That poliey is abouéall there is dis- 
tinctive in Blaineism, and it is none the 
less plain because cloaked with an impu- 
dent pretense of ultra-Americanism. Dur- 
ing the present session of the Senate, an ex- 
tradition treaty with Great Britain, of the 
greatest possible value and necessity to the 
United States, has been rejected by the aid 
of Republican votes solely because the pro- 
vision for the extradition of dynamiiters, 
the basest, most cruel, and most cowardly 
class of criminals known to modern society, 
was distasteful to the Irish voters. We 
-cannot imagine the great leaders of the Re- 
publican Party of the past--LINCOLN, 
SEWARD, SUMNER, CHASE, STEVENS, WADE, 
or even RoscorE CoNKLING, who differed 
from these in many things—sanctioning an 
,act of such hopeless meanness and pusilla- 
nimity asthis. Butthe Republican Party ef 
to-day has no word of rebuke or even of dis- 
approval for it, and is quite ready to reap 
. the advantage of it whenever the [rish vote 
is needed at the polls. This, certainly, 
.measured by tho standard of nationality 
the party once upheld, is ebvious retro- 
gression and reaction.

Their eru- 
sade was not successful. It was defeated, 
happily, by Republican as wellas by Demo- 
cratic votes, But the fact remains that 
two conspicuous leaders of the party, men 
of long service in the Senate, and of high 
authority, who wonld resent with great in- 
dignation any charge of that independence 
ot party dictation that is known as mug- 
wumpery, are not afraid openly to engage in 
sucha crusade. They find, moreover, much 
sympathy in the body of the party. Their 
views and sentiments are precisely those 
that have for some five years now prevented 
the Republican Legislature of this State 
from making any sufficient, provision for 
the employment of the prisoners in our 
State prisons. It is impossible to imagine 
any more palpable violation of the spirit of 
enlightened interest in the wise and just 
solution of all political problems that for- 
merly existed in the Republican Party more 
strongly than in any other. The time was, 
within the experience of men not yet old, 
when to be a Republican was to be a re- 
former, often a rather rash and extreme re- 
former of public abuses, so that ‘“‘ Radical” 
was the natural epithet for his opponents 
to apply to him. But the Republican of to- 
day is nothing so little as he is a reformer. 
He is essentially a conservative, and being 
conservative of evils for the good of his own 
party, and to promote his own share in the 
profits of them, he is, in the worst sense, a 
reactionary. 

In nothing is this change more clearly 
shown than in the attitude of the Repub- 
lican Party toward protection. In the early 
days protection was moderate in amount, 
bestowed on infant industries, and avoweé- 
ly given to be gradually withdrawn as 
it should become unnecessary. It was, as 
Mr, GARFIELD declared, the protection that 
was intended te lead ultimately to free trade. 
It avoided the necessaries of life, and was 
confined to those industries where it would 
least disturb the general liberty of ex- 
change. But the Republican protection of 
to-day is not for those who need it; itis 
only for those who do not need it. It is not 
to make those more prosperous who are 
struggling under adverse conditions; it is 
to make the rich richer and the poor more 
poor. Moreover, itis no longer benevolent 
and patriotic in purpose; itis corrupt. It 
is not given, itis sold—se much protection 
for so many votes, or for the money to buy 
votes. It is no longer a principle or a 
policy based on principle; itis the tricky 
method of the trading politicians, and, like 
all things in public life selfish and mean, it 
is reactionary. 








THE LONDON “TIMES'S” 
DRAWAL. 

If the Pope should promulgate a dogma 
and subsequently explain to his venerable 
brethren that he had issued it under a mis- 
apprehension which he deeply regretted, 
the explanation might do him honor as a 
man, but it would be quite fatal to his pre- 
tensions as a Pope. This is very much 
what has happened to the London Times. 
It was the survival of the general belief in 
the infallibility of the. paper more than 
anything else that has given itits unique 
position. One of the methods it employed 
te produce the popular belief that it was 
never in the wrong was never to own itself 
in the wrong. ‘‘The Times never retracts” 
is as well known a tradition of the jour- 
nal as its failure under any circum- 
stances to surrender of the Imperial Guard. 
When such a journal is constrained, in a 
case that attracts the attention of the 
whole English-speaking world, to instruct 
its counsel to express its regret that it has 
published certain grave charges touching 
the personal character of public men, and 
its explanation that it published them 
through misinformation, itis quite certain 
that it can never again takeits old oracu- 
lar airs without becoming ridiculous. The 
apology made by the Attorney-General for 
the presentation of Picert’s forgeries in 
court will ef course be followed by an 
apolegy in the Times itself for presenting 
them to the public and committing itself 
repeatedly and emphatically to their genu- 
ineness. Naturally, every dull English- 
man who has been for months founding all 
his political talk about Ireland upon the 
forged letters will now break his intellect- 
ual fall by transferring his indignation from 
the Home Rulers to the journal that has de- 
ceived him and eaused him to make a spec- 
tacle of himself the ludicrousness of which 
is relieved for him only by the number of 
other Englishmen who are in the same 
plight. 

That the spuriousness of these letters was 
ascertained and exposed in a cross-exami- 
nation of a few hours shows that it.might 
have been ascertained by an investigation 
before they were published, and it is shown 
that the Times undertoek no such examina- 
tion. That fact may properly weigh with 
the juries who are to pass upon the suits 
for libel which the objects of the Zimes’s as- 
saults will bring, but it will scarcely affect 
the discredit of the Times as an oracle. It 
is not that the paper was easily gulled, but 
that it was gulled at all, which will de- 
stroy its peculiar pretensions. An ordinary 
man,may make a great many mistakes 
without lesing the contidence of his neigh- 
bors, but a Pope cannot admit one without 
thereby ceasing to be a Pope. 

This is the continual peril of a journal 
‘of the Times’s pretensions. The disaster 
‘that has befallen it could have been borne 
better by any other London journal than 
the one that is never misinformed in 
matters of fact and never mistaken in 
matters of opinion. The rivals of the 
Timesjare already making the most of the 
.calamity, which reduces it to the ranks, so 
to speak. It is left to mako its way, like: 
any other newspaper, by the interest and 
) trustworthiness of what it prints. And it 
will henceforth be handicapped, even in 
the competition from which it has here- 
tofore held aloof, by the public remem- 
brance and resentment of its great blunder. 
Of course, the place the Times has now 
forfeited could not have been attained by 
‘mere assumption or without desert. It 
was more fortunate than any other news- 
} paper that has existed in securing sach 
‘a succession of able men as BARNES, 
STERLING, and DELANE, who all showed 
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per and in reflecting the opinions 
of the solid. arid successful classes of the 
British public. Consammate tact is not 
the phrase one would naturally apply to 
the negotiation of the Times with Houston, 
as it has been described under oath by the 
solicitor and the manager of the Times. 
The headlong haste with which the Times 


ing because the Times was so far above the 
necessity of publishing sensational matter 
and because it was so vastly more impor- 
tant to it to be known as trustworthy than 
as enterprising. Its managers must have 
been blinded by partisan zeal to the inter- 
est and dignity of the great newspaper 
committed to them.

THE NEW SUB-SURFACE BOAT. 

It would be remarkable if, after having 
taken the lead in the use of dynamite pro- 
jectiles, our country should also be the‘first 
to produce a thoroughly successful subma- 
rine torpedo boat. The bid of the Columbia 
Iron Works of Baltimore, now completing 
the gunboat Petrel for the Government, to 
construct such a boat is, inthe opinien of 
Secretary WHITNEY, a promising: one. This 
is fortunate, asthe only other bid offered 
in response to the call did not contain the 
required guarantees, The proposal*appar- 
ently is to produce a craft of ninety ‘tons dis- 
placement, capable of running for an hour 
submerged at the rate of nine knots. If 
this means a literal submersion, it not only 
far surpasses anything yet accomplished, 
but solves the problem of submarine navi- 
gation. Such a boat could sink beneath the 
surface at so great a distance from an ene- 
my as not to have been detected, and then 
pursue its way wholly under water until it 
had reached the hull of:its victim and 
blown it up with dynamite. 

The ability to proceed a sufficient dis- 
tance under water for this purpose has 
never hitherto been secured. Various in- 
ventions have shown that they could sink 
at any required moment and then reappear 
perhaps a mile away. But this is not 
enough, because under machine and. raptd- 
fire guns an ordinary boat would be riddled 
at the distance of a mile. It must there- 
fore be capable of beginning its under- 
water run a greater.distance away. If the 
submarine craft could be heavily armored 
it could stand the fire of the enemy until 
close upon him; but experience has shown 
that adequate speed and adequate protec- 
tion cannot be combined; and,. indeed, this 
fact, as Secretary WHITNEY has remarked 
in one of his annual reports, constitutes 
the reason for resorting to submarine boats 
at all. To get the speed of an Ariste, a 
Destructor, ora Vesuvius in.a small torpedo 
boat or torpedo vessel armor must be sacri- 
ficed; to get the armor necessary to keep 
out the shot of Hotchkiss revolving can- 
non, and especially of the new 6-inch 
rapid-fire guns, speed must be sacrificed, 
which means a fatal length of exposure to 
the enemy’s batteries. Still more out of 
the question, of course, would be heavy 
steel armor on a craft intended to rise and 
sink at will and to go under water. 


‘Thus the problem is to secure a sufficient 
endurance wholly out of sight to make that 
the source of protection for the submarine 
torpedo craft in doing its work. Ail other 
details have already been mastered. Mech- 
anism of various sorts will take the boat 
under water and hold it there, and the re- 
lease of the submerging force orin fact even 
an accident to the machinery would carry 
the boat back to the surface by its own 
buoyancy, so that there is no apprehension 
on that score. A system of balanced rud- 
ders will hold the boat on an even keel, and 
compressed air will supply material for the 
breathing of the small crew. The motive pow- 
er in some devices is electricity from stor- 
age batteries; in othersitis steam, which 
for running beneath the surface must have 
been previously accumulated. The fuel to 
produce this steam may be-the combustion 
of petroleum or of chemicals, and so on. 
The one aim has been to produce a boat 
which could stay long enough under the 
surface to run several miles there. 


The boat now proposed is an improved 
form of the’ Hollard craft, whose perform- 
ances inthe North River were very credit- 
able and promising. But experience shows 
that it will not do to be confident. If the 
new boatcan go nine knots under water, 
as the bid seems to indicate, or even very 
much less, a great addition to naval war- 
fareisat hand. But sometimes the word 
submerged is used where only partial sub- 
mersion is meant, and in that case, with 
unarmored eraft, the question falls back to 
its old stage. Ofcourse the momentary re- 
appearance of the conning tower above the 
surface te verify the course would’ not de- 
stroy efficiency, but in general whatever is 
made visible can be hit by machine guns. 
Perhaps the ledst.satisfactory of the state- 
ments made about the proposed craft is 
that she is to have a 15-inch pneumatic 
tube for throwing dynamite. Apart from 
the space required for this apparatus on a 
genuine submarine boat, where every cubie 
inch is precious, there is a general tendency 
nowadays on the part of new craft of all 
sorts seeking a contract for construction to 
combine themselves with the 
gun, as if this union might 
basis of a claim to efficiency. 
dynamite tube on the supposed submarine 
boat would imply its remaining at a dis- 
tance of only about a mile from the enemy, 
at and above the surface, exchanging 
shots. Even though just a-wash, this would 
be a precarious position for an unarmored 
boat. Still, perhaps this might bea very 
good way of using the dynamite gun afloat, 
if not exactly the submarine warfare ex- 
pected.

The country 
team roads have been good, and it is quite 
likely the notions of wonderfully high prices to 
be secured next Summer are less confident 
with farmers than three months ago. Atany 
rate they have sold more freely. The country 
elevator people are also busy in bringing in the 
fresh deliveries and drawing from former, sup- 


plies. Ithas abont all been sold when it ar- 
rives, if itis up to or above contract crade, and 
very much also by sample if it 1s below. 

The great oulk of all the wheat up this way 
has gone into the hards of millers, either as 
cash wheat, when good eneugh for them in 

uality, or some more distant monrth’s delivery. 
‘The wheat rot so controlled by millers is mov- 
ing to more remote milling places, and a great 
deai has been sold for future movement to 
millers at outside points. 

Asan instance, the sitnation of the Chicage 
and Northwestern Road in Minnesota and Da- 
kota is a tair illustration. There are now in 
store on that road about 600,000 bushels of all 
grades, and 400,000 bushels of it is sold to 
millers on the line, leaving only 200,006 bushels 
of wheat that ean go into the channels of trade 
in any otherform than asflour. That remainder 
is being contracted for steadily for the same 
purposes that the other has been sold. There is 
a limited amount yet held in farmers’ bins that 
is expected to be also secured by millers along 
that road when offered after seeding. 

It is quite safe to assume that none of the 
wheat on that road will be drawn this way. 
The position on the other roads in that part of 
this State and Dakota is not materially differ- 
ent. The Northern lines have sold more or less 
of their stocks to go forward aleo. Private ele- 
vator stocks in this city have been drawn upon 
heavily during the week by millers here, and 
the most of such lots haye been sold to millers. 

When these are dispesed of and the mills be- 
gin to play upon the wheat in regular houses, 
as they will about the time-the ice moves and 
the flow of water increases, the 6,500,000 bush- 
els now in the visible here will desline very fast.

A MARKED IMPROVEMENT IN THE PITTS<- 
FURG MILLS. 

PITTSBURG, Feb. 27.—There are still alarge 
number of idle workmen in the Pittsburg tron 
and steel mills and numerous departments are 
not in operation, but, nevertheless, there has 
been a marked improvement in the past week. 
The most important contract now on the way, 
and which may reaeh here, 1s from the United 
States Government for 4,000 tons, proposals 
for which have been invited by the Secretary of 
the Navy, for the construction by contract of 
an armed coast defense vessel requiring the 
amount stated, exclusive of armament. Bids 
Were opened at the Navy Department last 
Wednesday. The material used in the construc- 


tion of the vessel isto be of American produc- 
tion ana furnished and manufactured in the 
United States. From all appearances now the 
contract May be awarded to Carnegie Brothers 
& Co., as they have now admitted facilities for 
turning out all kinds of Government work. 

Formerly this was not the case with any one 
Pittsburg firm, and all work was sublet. The 
Linden Steel Company and the Spang Steel and 
Tron Company will be represented and ready to 
contract for all such work as can be turned out 
in their plant. None of the other Pittaburg iron 
and steel mannfacturers that Dave contracted 
for Government work in the past care to aave 
any more, At present four firms are on such 
erders, whieh are rapidly being jinished and ex- 
— by 17 inspeviors, who are here all the 
ime, 

The wide and heavy plate ond boiler iron and 
the light grades are the least in demand at prea- 
ent, and yet the Sable Iron Works, waking 
nothing but the commen lighter kinds, is on 
double time in voth puddling departments, 
making about 70 tons a day, with no raw or 
finished stock on hand. The oid Peonsylvania 
forge has been started up very unexpectodly. 
This shows an increased demand for raw mia- 
terial, which is the only grade made there. 
Oliver Brothers & Phillips are so crowded with 
orders that it is Impossible to make enough raw 
material from their three mills and steel plant. 
From the 95 puddling furnaces over 200 tons 
of muek bar is made every day, besides what 
they buy. Their net output each day is over 
300 tons. This is as much,if bot more, than 
has ever been turned out by this firm before. 

The puddling departmentin the Wayne mill 
of Brown & Co., was atarted up again on a 
double turn after a shut-down of a little more 
than a week. At the extensive mill of J. 
Painter & Sons there is still a great dullness, 
that may last another month, ard it 18 not ex- 
pected then that both puddling departments 
will be put on donble turn. But there will seon 
be a demand for the finer and lighter grades 
made in that mill. When every department fs ip 
full operation it gives work to over 909 men 
The number working in it now 1s not ovor 500. 


INCONSISTENT GUY. HILL. 


TALKING SWEETLY TO UNION PRINTERS, 
WHILE NOT WORKING FOR THEM. 

ALBANY, Feb. 27.—Gov. Hill is a demagogue 
if he is anything, and he lends himself to all 
manner of schemes in order to catch the festive 
ballot. Monday night a delegation of union 
printers waited on him, and President Walls of 
Typographical Union No. 4 presented him with 
a set of engrossed resolutions. President Walls 
said that for years the union had been fighting 
an Albany tirm employing non-union printers, 
but upon appealing to the Governor he had acted 
in such a way that the union printers look upon 
him as their friend. 

Gov. Hill said he did not consider the vaiue of 
the testimenial so much as the confidence and 
friendship of the printers. Continuing, he sald: 

“Tf in the past I have been of any substantial 
service in assisting youinthe maintenance of tha 
rights of your organization and the promotion of 
your welfare, Iam sufficiently recompensed in the 
thought that I have only discharged a duty which 
I owed to a deserving body of men who were snti- 
tled to the advice, sympathy, eneouragement, and 
support of every true and sincere friend of iabcr. 
You have been pleased to speak of my official rec- 
ordin its relations to the working people of the 
State, and upon that subject I do not care tw speax 
atthis time. I sm willing to leave what has been 
accomplished in behalf of labor auring the past few 
years to the judgment of those mest affected and 
whe have closely watched the history of the State 
inthatregard. During the whole of my official or 

ublic life I have never disguised the fact that [ 
elieved in the dignity of labor and have sought in 
a humble way to promote its interests.” 

Even while Gov. Hill spoke there lay on his 
desk a freshly-printed copy of his public pspers 
which had been set up, printed, and bound in 
the identical printing effice against whicb the 
union printers had been fightiag—Weed, Par- 
sons & Co. Gov. Hill’s friends try to explain 
away the reason for sending the printing to 
Weed, Parsons & Co. with the argument that 
it is department work and therefore must co 
there. The fact is that the public papers of the 
Governor are not public documents or depart- 
ment printing, but are solely for private distri- 
bution by the Governor, and the expenses for 
printing them are paid out of the Executive De- 
partment allowauce for stationary and supplies. 
The statement is attributed to the Governor, 
when he spoke of the matter, that he took the 
job to Weed, Parsons & Co. because work they 
did suited him better than that of the other 
printing offices in the city. 











A NATIONAL BANKRUPT LAW. 
cee iligiicis mints 

Sr. Louts, Feb. 27.—About 100 delegates, rep- 
resenting a large portion ef the business inter- 
ests of the United States, will meet in conven- 
tion here to-morrow for the purpose of devising 
and adopting a National Bankruptcy bill. This 
bill will then be submitted to Congress, and it 
is believed that the influence benind if will be 


so strong that it will become a law without 
much opposition. Nearly all the Exchanges 
and Boards of Trade of the larger cities will send 
delegates. The financialinterests of the State 
of New- York will be stronaly represented. 

Reports from all the commercial organiza- 
tions of the country show that the sentiment is 
almost unanimous for the passage of such a law. 
The wholesale grocers of St. Louis have the con- 
vention in charge. The laws of the different 
States on the subject are new conflicting and in- 
congruous, and the object is to adopt a bill pro- 
viding that all creditors shall sceure a fair 
share of the assets of a bankrupt. Judge Treat 
of the United States District Court, who is an 
authority on bankruptcy, says that he favors 
such a law, and that the efforts of the business 
men seem to be well directed. ‘The law,” said 
he, “should be simple, permanent, and drawn 
80 that it will deal stringently with corpora- 
tions.’ 

Mr. David Hirsch of D. Hirsch & Co., a dele- 
gate from the New-York Beard of Trade and 
Transportation, said: “We in New-York have 
been at work upen the subject for five years or 
more. and feel sure of success now that the 
representative men of the West and Southwest 
have taken the matterin hand.” Whén asked 
as to the constituency of the coring conven- 
tion, Mr. Hirsch said: 

«“T think that the delegates in the eonvention 
will come from more sections and will repre- 
sent a greater number ef industries than 
in any preceding convention. It seems that 
the associated wholesale grocers have handled 
the matter in a very enterprising way.”’ 

Gov. Francis will deliver an address at the 
opening of the convention to-morrow. KF 
Goddard of 8t. Louis will be temporary Chair- 
man. Itis not expected that the convention 
will adjourn until saturday.

OLD CONNECTICUT HOMESTEADS, 

NoRWICH, Conn., Feb. 27.--Newhere else ig 
this country can there probably be found so 
many instances of regular succession from gen- 
eration to generation of family homesteads as 
in this section of Connecticut. Within a radius 
of 10 miles of this city no less than a dozen 
prominent families can be named who still till 


the wild and rocky soil which was settled upon 
over 200 years ago. In the town of Griawold, a 
few miles north of here, 1s te farm of the Kev. 
H. I, Reade, who aets as a ministeron Sunday, 
Town Cierk on Monday, and divides up the re- 
mainder of the week days to his other various 
occupations, which inelude banking and farm- 
ing. The farm was purohased from Oneoco, 
zreat chief of the Mohieans, by the first settier, 
bearing the nameof Reade, who took up his 
abode among the sayages. The present owner 
represents the seventh generation of that now 
prelitic family. 

James Avery, Town Clerk of Groton, not only 
lives upon the Jand owned by the first James 
Avery, but occupies the same house, a part of 
which was built about 240 years ago. The farm 
has never been ont of the family, and it has 
raised generations of Averys, and many of the 
Names are upon the death roll of the Groton 
monument near by. 

A part o7 the farm of Capt. George Denison, 
the first of the name in these parts, is still in 
possession of one of nis descendants in the sey- 
enth generation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The Senate is getting 
industrious as the close of the sassion ap- 
proaches, and more legislation has been accom- 
plished in the last two days than in a fortnight 
during midwinter. To-day, however, a go> 
portion of the sitting was spent in debate epon 
the conference report upon the bill to amend 
the inter-State commerce law. he House put 
upon the measure an amendments to prevent 
discrimination in rates for carrying oil in tank 
pars and in barrels, and to confer jurisdiction 
upon State courts in matters arising under the 
law. To those the Senate eonferrees refused te 
accede. 

Mr. Sherman moved to-day that the oil amend- 
ment be agreed to, and he made a churac- 
teristically earnest speech in support of his 
motion. Hetold how the Standard Oil Com- 
pany had, under the device of an equipment 
company, built tank cars, which it allowed rail- 
roads to use under agreement that only the 
Standard Company’s oi! should be carried in 
them. It thus broke down the goneral prin- 
ciple that common carriers should give the 
samo facilities, the samo oars, and the same 
mode of transportation to poor shippers as to 
Tich, | 

Mr. Stewart delighted Mr. Payne, Mr. Stan- 
ford, and other corporation Senators by warmly 
defending the Standard Oil Company. He 


argued that civilization was advanced only by 
organized etfort and that such an institution as 
the Standard Company should be encouraged 
Father than discouraged, To break down that 
company would greatly increase the cost of ol 
to the peepie. It had done a great good to the 
county, aud had got rich by doing so, and other 
oil wen ought to combine and do the same. Mr, 
Roagan teuok the opposite view and supported 
the Sherman motion. Mr. Cullom contended 
that the House amendment would result in the 
very discrimivation Mr. Sherman found fault 
with. It would be special legisiation injected 
into a general law, and it woold also be im- 
practicable.

A favorable report has been made by the 
Houss Committee on “Expenditures in the 
Treasury Department upon Mr. Wheeler's bill 
to establish a tariff statistical bureau in the 
Treasury Department, although it is rather late 
in the session to hope for success.

amendments shall be submitted to the Beeretary 
of the Treasury. : 

One nomination confirmed by the Senate yes- 
terday is likely to be regarded in army gircles 
as a tardy act of justice. It was that of ex- 
Capt. Alfred Hedberg to be a Captain in the 
Fifteenth Regiment of Infantry, to rank frem 
the date of his assignment. Oapt. Hedberg is a 
Swede who, after being educated in the military 
service of his native country, came to the 
United States and enlisted as a private in the 
Union Afmy at the beginning of the rebellion. 
He made an excelieat reeurd and won a commis- 
sion as a Captain in the Fifteenth Regiment of 
regulars. In 1872acharge involving his standing 
as a gentleman and an officer was made against 
him, but after a full investigation he was ac- 
quitted. Later in the same year three charges 
were made against him, and he was taken, un- 
der arrest, to Santa .‘é, 400 miles from his pest. 
For 40 days he was kept im ignorance of the 
charges against him, acopy being given to him 
fourdays before the court-martial began the 
trial. Upon testimony which suecessive com- 
mittees of the Senate and House have declared 
to be weak and flimsy, given by wituesses 
wholly unworthy of belief, Capt. Hedberg was 
found guilty, and, in: direct violation of law, 
De was dismissed from the service without 
the action of the President, to whem the case 
Was not submitted. According to the reports 
of Congressional committees who have investi- 
gated the case, Capt. Hedberg was foroed out of 
the army by a conspiracy of several oflicers 
whose hatred he had incurred by his rigid en- 
forcement of military discipline in his com- 
mand. A bill to restore Capt. Hedberg ito the 
army Was passed by the Forty-ninth Congress, 
but reaened the President too late to receive his 
signature before the end of the Congress. A 
similar bill was passed by the present Congress 
and nyo hee by the President. The result was 
Capt. Hedberg’s nemination and his confirmation 
by the Senate yesterday. 


Ata mecting of ‘the Lighthouse Board to- 
day, Viee-Admiral Stephen C. Rowan, who yes- 
terday availed himself of his privilege, under 
the law allowing him to retire under full pay, 


resigned as Chairman of the board, and Commo- 
adore David B. Harmony, Chief of the Bureau of 
Yards and Doeke. was eleeted to suceced 
him, The Chairmanship of the Lighthouse 
Board is considered one of the mvsat 
desirable duties to which a naval officer 
can be assigned, and Commedore Har- 
mony received many cengratulations on 
his seleetion. The naval members of the 
board are assigned to duty with the board by 
order of the Secretary of the Navy, but the 
Chairman is elected by the beara itself. Since 
the organization of the board in 1852 it has 
had but five Chairmen—Rear-Aamiral William 
Shubrick, Prof. Joseph Henry, Kear-Admiral 
John Rodgers, Rear-Admiral Robert H. Wymin, 
and Viee-Admiral Stephen 0, Rowan—and with- 
out exception they served until death or retite- 
ment. 

Commodore Harmony will continue: at the 
head of the Bureau of Yards and Docks until 
the @xpiration of his present term, March 27, 
and he will probably be reappointed chief of 
the bureau in conneetion with his duty as 
Chairman of the Lightheuse Board. 


When the first accusations of fraud in the con- 
struction of the new Washington aqueduct tun- 
nel were made, the people of the district, who 
had been patiently waiting for such an in- 


erease in the city’s water supply as would 
enable them to obtain water in the second sto- 
ries ef theie dwellings, were surprised and un- 
willing to belfeve the charges. Centractors and 
Government engineer officers and all concerned 
in .the building of the tunnel mado light of 
the eharges and insisted that everything 
was all right. The charges were reiterated 
egain and again, growing more serious with 
each repetition, until those at work upon the 
tunnel were forced to admit that some defective 
work had been discovered. The citizens de- 
manded a thorough investigation, and several 
months ago a joint Conxressional committee 
took the matter in hand. Tne report of this 
committee has been submitted, and it shows 
that the most sensational stories of fraud that 
found circulation were far within the truth. 

The work of the investigating committee was 
careful and thorough and the result is a report 
in which the committee says: ‘It appears 
from the report-of the experts and from the 
testimony taken to be beyond ail question that 
substantially the whole and every part of the 
lining of the tunnei is absolutely and enor- 
mously defective, and that it is scareely too 
much to say thatthere is hardly any continuous 
Jength of 10 feet in the whole lining where the 
backing. particularly over the arch of the line, 
is not either absolutely wanting or only partly 
tiled, or when fully filled in, se badly con- 
strueted as to make the whoie backing of the 
lining entirely worthless.” 

So thoroughly and unqualifiedly bad and 
fraudulené is the work that the eommittee 
recoInmendas that the tunnel be abandoned, and 
that a surface conduit of cast-iron pipes be oon- 
structed to bring the needed water into the 
city. This can be done, it is thought, for 
$575,000, while to putthe tunnel into condli- 
tion to carry water would cost $900,000, and 
even then it would be of very doubtful utility. 
The comnaittee says it has no just grounds to 
believe that Major Lydeoker and Lieut. Town- 
send, the engineer officers in charge of the 
work, were guilty of corrupt practices, but 16 
finds them guilty of great negligence.

‘AN EPISCOPAL PROVINCE 


IMPORTANT ACTION BY THE 
KFEDERATE COUNCIL. 

IT MAKES NEW-YORK AN ARCHBISHOP- 
RIC, ADOPTS A CONSTITUTION, AND 
THEN ADJOURNS. 

The members of the Federate Council of 
the Protestant Episcopal Charch began 
assembling, with benig’. ~ysuressions on their 
faces, at the See House ea*\y veste™uay morn- 
ing. They were determined, if the mortal 
agencies were propitious, to close the council’s 
session with the night and go back to their 
homes with various degrees of contentment 
concerning their work. For, whatever else it 
may be called, the State of New-York, inoluding 
five dioceses, is not the disunited religious geo- 
graphical district it ence was, bat is now a 
province, an archbishopric, with a metropoli- 
tan Bishop, Henry ©. Potter, atits head. The 
reverend chief of this diocese, notwithstanding 
his new power, is still to be known as the Bishep 
of New-York, but in power, and virtually in all 
respects save title, he is Archbishop of New- 
York, 

When the delegates assembled in the See 
House hall many of them were still not eon- 
vinced that the dioceses should be joined in the 
bond of a Federate Counoil. They separately 


diseussed the section of the proposed constitu- 
tion which referred to the permanent Presi- 
dency of the council, and thought that instead 
of the Bishop of New-York being chosen for it 
the elder Bishop should be given the office. No 
word, however, was said in the deliberations of 
the council to indicate this feeling. Bishop 
Doane et Albany presided and acoumplished his 
difficult task with exceptional moderation ana 
grace. The first business which was taken up 
was of course the centinuation of the discus- 
sion of the proposed constitution. Each article 
was taken up, remodeled, reconsidered, amend- 
ed, and then passed. Finally the constitution 
was passed in this form: 

Preambie.--The Federate Council of the church 
in the state of New-York, ucting under canon 6, of 
Title [I1., of the Digest of Canons ot the General 
Convention of the Pretestant Kpiscopal Church in 
the United States, as contained in the copy of the 
Digest annexed to the Journal of said Genera) Con. 
vention of the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-six (1586,) adopt the following 
constitution: 

ARTICLE 1. The Federate Council shall consist of 
the Bishop (and Assistant Bishop, if there be one,) 
of each diocese of this church in e State of New- 
York, together with deputies of the clergy and 
laity, not exceeding in number eight of each order, 
communicants iu this church, residents in the aio- 
oese, and chosen in the wanner prescribed by the 
convention thereof, 

ART. II. The Bishop of New-York shall be ex 
officio President of the Federate Council. In his 
absence the senior Bishop present shall preside. 
Such other officers as are necessary shall be elected 
by the council in such manner and for such term as 
it shall prescribe. 

ART. There shall be an annual meeting of 
the Federate Council, and it shall be held in the 
city of New-York except as otherwise ordered, at 
least 14 days before Ash Wednesday, as may be ap- 
pointed by the council from year to year. The Bish- 
ops, clergy. and laity shall sit together as one 
house, and the presence of the Bishops of three 
dioceses, andof clerical deputies from three dio- 
ceses and of lay deputies fromm three dioéeses shall 
be necessary for the transaction of business. But 
a@ representation from one diooese shall be sufficient 
to adjeurn. The Bishop of New-York, at the re- 
quest of a majority of the Bishops of the diocese of 
the State, shall have power to cali a special meeting 
oi the council. . 

ART. IV. In all questions, when required by a 
Bishop, or by the clericai or lay representation 
from any diocese, the vete shall be taken by orders, 
and each order shall have one vote; and the major- 
ity of suffrages by dioceses shall be conclusive in 
each order, ay ded such majority comprehend a 
majority of the dioceses represented in that order. 
The concurrence éf the Bishops, clergy, and lait, 
shall be neeeasary to constitute a vote of the Fed- 
erate Council. 

ART. . All amendments to this constitution 
shall be first proposed in one Federate Council, and 
made known te the several diocesan conventions, 
before they shall be finally agreed te or ratified in 
the ensuing Federate Council. And a majority in 
each order of all the dioceses entitled te representa- 
tion, upon a vote by orders, shall be necessary to 
ratify any such amendment. 

When the constitution was read and was 
aboutto be passed Bishop Potter arose and 
said: * Before the vote is taken on the question 
of the adoption of the constitution I wish to 
make a motiorg to reconsider the sevond article 
relative to the Presidency. I do so because it 
has been represented to me by certain delegates 
that they experience # delicacy in seeking such 
action. I am compelled to say that the diocese 
of New-York should be recognized as the parent 
of all dioceses in this State, and [ feel that 
while i have no right to surrender the privileges 
of that diocese, for they aro not mine alone 
but beleng to my successors, still I have no 
hesitation in moving, as I do, in order to relieve 
the delegates who feel themselves placed ina 
delicate position, and now de move the reconm- 
sideration of said article,”’ ‘ 

Bishop Doane asked if the motion was sec- 
onded, and as there was ne response the consti- 
tution Was passed as 1t stood. 

Thus having disposed of this momentous ques- 

tion the delegates thought some reply should be 
made to Bishop Huntington of the Central Dio- 
cese, and therefore the presiding Bishop was re- 
quested to appoint a committea to formulate 
such a reply. These gentiemen were chosen: 
The Bishops of New-York, Long Jsland, Albany, 
and Western New-York, and the Rev. Dr. W. D. 
Wilson. Then a new subject for tedious though 
important discussion was presented. It was 
the amendment of the State law governing 
church incorporatien, organization, and the 
election of vestrymen. There was no question 
concerning the opinions of those present. They 
wanted very much to adopt the necessary 
amendments, but they did not want to dis- 
cuss technicalities with the lay members 
otf the council, who were also law- 
yers. Ex-Surrogate Delano Cc. Calvin 
informed the delegates that they had pledged 
themselves In their several diocesan bodies to 
do everything in their power to complete the 
legielatien and he held them to their promises. 
Many of the dolegates said the council had best 
go slow en this subjeet, because the body nad 
not yet been prop. rly organized and there were 
grave doubts whether its aetion would have 
weight. Mr. Calvin deciared that the Federate 
Oouncil had been in existense for many years, 
and that, therefore, it was by no means an un- 
stable institution. ‘*There is no question of 
ambiguity coneerning the organization,” he 
added, Pret. T. Egleston thereupon asked 
the pertinent question, “If anything is to 
be deferred what is it, Or at least what is to be 
referred baek to the dioceses?” Bishop Doane 
agreed with the Professor, saying that he hadn’t 
a shadow of adoubt about the qualification of 
the council, and then upon metion of the Rev. 
Dr. James Rankin, Prof. Egleston began to 
consider the ehuroh laws of 1801, 1813, and 
1868, with a bearing upon the law formulated 
by the last counei] and vetoed by Gov. Hill. 
Thereupon there was a great misunderstanding 
about the heading otf the aot, and Bishop Doane, 
with a wearied gesture, exclaimed: **Gentle- 
men, it seems to me that if a body of 40 intelli- 
xent persons cannot get threugh with the ¢cap- 
tion of au actin an afternoon there are mighty 
lew promises of future progress.” 

At once a halt was called and the Bishop was 
requested to appoint a ‘Committee en Technis- 
alities’’ to consider all the legal phases, and 
these gentlemen were chgsen: Prof, Egleston, 
Mr. Patterson, Mr. Coggeswell, and Mr. Sawyer. 
Then, Prof. Egleston, on a vote of the house, ex- 
plained the amenaments which made the pro- 
posed law differ from the statutes of 1865. 
There began at once an interesting discussion 
coneerning the terms of office of the Vestrymen, 
who are now elected for three years. Of course, 
incidentally, came up the difficulty ef dealing 
under the.present law with cantankerous church 
Vestrymen and the dangers from any pos- 
Bible conspiracy among them to get possession 
of the church preperty. Mr. kgleston said he 
remembered in Trinity Churvh in 1858, wken 
an attempt was ade by the Vestrymen te 
**eapture the church property,” and it would 
have suececded, too, if,” added the speaker, 
“they had only kept their mouths shut.” Since 
1860, he continued, there have been three at- 
tempts to do this, but they failed only because 
the conspirators taiked too much. I[t was de- 
cided to amend the present statute so it shall 
tix the Vertrymen’s terms of office at one, two, 
and three years at choice. Thon after very 
small discussion it was concluded to hold tha 
annual church elections on the Monday of 
W hitsun week. 

Bishop Potter dia not attend the evening ses- 
sion, ter the most importent part of the work 
of the council had been completed, but never- 
theless there arese an important measure which 
will compela great many wealthy Vestry men 
and Wardens to become members of the eom- 
munion if they desire to continue In their of- 
fives. The qualifications of the persons who are 
privileged to vote for church officers eame up, 

gend the council decided that they muss be 
males of lawful age, belonging to the ohurch, 
aud have been baptized, and who have con- 
tributed to the support of the chureh for one 
year. In case the church has not been founded 
a year, then good communieants may vote. It 
Was suggested that the voting be done before 
the Vestrymeu, who should act as poll clerks, 
vhat there snould be a registy of, qualified 
voters who might be challenged onthe presenta- 
tion of their ballots, This savored too much of 
the political machine, and it was abandoned. 
Then came this interesting question: Many of 
the wealthiess and most influential Vestrymon 
in the chureh were not regular Communicants, 
nor had they been baptized, so that the voter 
was much better in the eyés of the ehureh than 
its officer. Thereupon it was resolvedfthat the 
Vestryman and Warden must be baptized before 
he can be eligible te the office, 

After the reading of the minutes of the coun- 
cll it was adjourned without date.

-AN ALTERED PHOTOGRAPH FIGURES IN 
A QUEER STORY. 

© Great excitement has been stirred up in 

art circles in this city within the past few days - 

by the discovery that what was considered a 

genuine productien by Rosa Bonbeur was noth- 

ing but a sham. 

The picture in question belonged to the art 
collectien of James H. Stebbins, which was sold 
at auction on Feb. 12 by Thomas E. Kirby at 
Chickering Hall. It was bought long ago by 
Mr. Stebbins in Paris, and was guaranteed by 
> the desler to be an original and genuine crayon 
drawirg by Rosa Bonheur. Mr. Stedbins 


brought it some with him and it has hung for 
years among the cosiiy paintings in his gallery, 
vid has been admired an! copied by some ef the 
leading art critics and artisis in this country. 

Ignerant of the fact thatihe hat been victim- 
ized, because if any of his friends discovered 
the fraud they never mentioned it, Mr. Steb- 
bins put this picture among his collection tu ba 
soid and scheduled it No. 41. When “No. 4], a 
genuine crayon by Rosa Bonheur,” was éailed 
outaman inthe crowd began bidding freely 
and soon ran the price up to $725, at which it 
was knocked down tohim. Shortly after the 
sale a representative of the Art Amateur was 
strolling about examining the pictures, when he 
came toNv. 41. He examined it minutely and 
discovered that it was nothing but a pheto- 
graph touched up with Chinese white and India 
ink, while the name of Rosa Bonheur had been 
carefully filled in with a brush. The discovery 
proved the picture not to be worth conts where 
dollars had been paid for it. 

The inquirer found that the buyer’s name had 
been given as W. A. Keeler and that he had paid. 
$20,100 for pictures beught at the sale, with a 
eertified cheek signed “‘ F. G. Bourne, Agent.” 
Still nis identity remained a . and he 
could not be found. When Mr. Kirby was told 
that he had sold an old photograph for an 
original crayon he scoffed at the idea, saying it 
had hung in Mr. Stebbina’s house for years 
unchallenged. On the following day, however, 
Mr. Kirby told the investigator that Mre Steb- 
bins bad been tela of the sham and had re- 
—— the bayer to return it fer examination. 

‘his the buyer refused todo. It was then re- 

jmeombered that Kurtz, the artist on Twenty- 
third-street, had made a photo-reproduction of 
the picture, and he was appealed to. He un- 
hesitatingly pronounced the picture bogus. 

Mr. Stebbins then offered to reclaim the picture 
and refund the money, but the buyer refused to 
give it up or allow it to be seen. Ail he seemed 
to care for was that his identity shouid not dBe 


been discoveréd since, however, that the pres- 
ent owner of ‘he pieture is Mr. Alfred Corning 
Ciark, Treasurer of the Singer Sewing Machine 
Company, while W. A. Keeler is a clerk in his 
office, and F. G. Bourne, who signed the eheck, 
is Secretary of the company. Mr. Clark has 
been a purchaser ef rare and costly pictures fer 
many years. Keeler generally does his buying. 
Ag effort was made to see Mr. Kirby last 
night, but he could not be found.

NO DIAMONDS WERE STOLEN 


TROUBLE WAS CAUSED BY A 
VIVID IMAGINATION. 
ARTIST COWLEY TOLD A STORY THAT 
CAUSED UNEXPECTED AND UN- 

WISUED-¥OR RESULTS. 

8. J. Cowley inserted an advertisementin a 
paper on Tuesday offering ® vague reward for 
the return of diamonds stelen from his studio, 
at 34 West Fourteenth-street, and sinoe the 
publication of that paragraph his life has not 
been @ happy one, nor have his actions during 
this time entitied him to a seat among the elect. 
Mr. Cowley, when questioned concerning the 
robbery alluded to—the stolen gems were said 
to be worth $28,000—said that they were the 
property of alady in Philadelphia whose por- 
trait he had painted, and who was to be forever 
nameless. The jewels bad been taken from his 
safe while he was indulging in a slight repast on 
Saturday evening, and he earnestly desired that 
they be returned to him without delay. Siete 

Notwithstanding this natural anxiety to re- 
gain possession of such valuable property, Mr. 
Cowley made no judicious effort to have them 
recovered, but contented himself with the 
printed “ad” and statements to inquiring re- 
porters, so numerous and so conflicting in their 
character as to arouse the suspicion that Mr. 
Cowley wasitibbing. This suspicion was confirmed 
yesterday morning, When the painter of por- 
traits frankly confessed that the statements he 
had made the day before were lies, pure and 
simple. He still energetically adhered to the 
principal statement—that he had been robbed— 


but the incidental trimmings with which he had 
beautilied the tale, he said, were all false and 
had been manufactured ouly for effect. 

This is the story Mr. Cowley told the report- 
ers yesterday: A charming woman, the wife 
of a wealthy manu/acturer of shoes in Pailadel- 
phia, had engaged him to paint her pertrait. 
Belng in the possession of beautiful jewels, she 
desired that they should ornament her portrait 
As they bad ornamented her own fair self, and 
therelore brought them tothe artist’s studio. 
When the pertrait had been all but finished, 
the jewels having not yet been incorporated, 
they were leftin the possession of Mr. Cowley. 
On Saturday last he finished the portrait and 
shipped it by express—it was learned yesterday 
that a packagesiad been sont on Saturday from 
Cowley’s studio to Piiladelphia-—to his patron, 
aud he then complacently put the jewels in his 
safe, failed to lock that useful object, and then 
Went out to get dinner. When he returned, in 
the course ef an hour or so, the Jewels were gone, 
The door of the studio, whioh he had locked 
when he went out, was stillloeked, and the only 
things that had been aisturbed were the jewels. 

Mr. Cowley then earnestly cogitated. The 
more he broughs his brain—Mr. Cowley is not 
an educated person—to bear upon the robbery 
the wore a certain suspicion he had entertained 
became contirmed, and when the reporters 
bothered him with impertinent questions he 
cheerruliy lied to them to throw them off tho 
track. Heso lied, however—this is not part of 
his story—as to get himeelf into an intrieate 
marital tix from which he has not yet succeeded 
in extricating himself. 

His saspicivn arose from a fact which was, in 
reality, a clueto the robbery. He had had a 
chum,a wild, dissipated sortof a fellow, Who was 
a close relative of the Philadelphia lady whose 
portrait be had painted, and who had seen that 
lady’s diamonds in the artist’s possession. Ho 
had remarked to Mr. Cowley upon their beauty 
and probable vaiue, and had expressed a jocular 
desire to Own them. After the robbery Mr. Cow- 
ley said he remembered that he had had two keys 
to the studio dvuor, and then he discovered that 
ene of them had been stolen. The conoluston 
was inevitable. The close relative had stolen 
the key, and, taking advantage of Mr. Cowley’s 
temporary absence, had opened the door, thrown 
back the unlocked deor of the safe, and uppro- 
priated the jewels. 

Mr. Cowley, fortunately being in possession of 
this gentlemanly thief’s address, hied himself 
to that place in the dead of the night, taxed the 
gentleman with the theft, and was rewarded by 
afull and free confession of guilt and, what 
was more to the point, a promise of restitution. 
Overjoyed with his good luck ho hastened with 
the repentant culprit te the mysterious apart- 
ments of the lady who shall forever remain un- 
known and there had his ex-chum repeat his 
horrid tale : 

“Very good; but the jewels,” excluimed the 
delighted lady from Philadelphia ‘“ Where are 
they ?”’ 

‘“‘Ah, they are in the hands ef a friend of 
mine,” replied the close relative; “not my 
uncle,” he interpolated with assumed playful- 
ness, ‘buta friend, and they shall be delivered 
to you in the morning.” 

This was on Tuesday night, and this is the 
story Mr. Cowley toid a Timks reporter at 12:30 
o’cloeck yesterday afternoon. Mr. Cowley was 
then on his way, he said, to obtain the jewels 
and would return to bis studio within an hour 
with them in his possession. He would, he 
said, place them on exhibition for the benefit of 
the gentlemen who represented the public, in 
whose eyes he wished to appear as spotless as 
the driven snow. Then Mr, Cowley departed. 
He walkea rapidly up Sixth-avenue in quest of 
this valuable property, but before he had gone 
farhe imagined, perhaps, that he might find 
them easier by droppine into a certain chop 
house near Sixteenth-street, and in he drepped. 
Having successfully thrown the reporters otf 
his track, at the end ef a half hour he came out 
and wandered along the street until he got to an 
attractive furniture store halfamile from his 
oftice, and he dropped in there. In 10 or 15 
minutes he came outand walked hastily baek 
to his studiv, where half a dozen reporters 
aAWaitea him. 

** Well,” he exclaimed, wiping the peraptiration 
from his massive brow, “Ihave seen him and 
he refused to give up the jewels. But lam 
going back now and Lintend to demand them 
on sight.” 

This was about 1:30 o'clock. Mr. Cowley 
started again up Sixth-avenue, walked rapidly 
until he had distaneed the reporters, and then 
dawdled along, dropping in casually at various 
penne by the wayside, and enjeying 
iimself generally antil about 4 o’clock, when he 
returned to his studio and said that he had 
been unable to resever the jewels. Alittie red- 
bearded man who afterward apnounced him- 
Self as Lawrence P. Mingey, attorney at law at 
64 Wall-street, had been waiting for him, and 
immediately took him in charge. He was 
closeted for 10 minutes with the artist, when 
the latter came out and sald he had nothing 
further to say, except that the jewels had been 
recovered, that everything had been beautiful- 
ly settled and that no arrests would be made. 
When it was sugested to him that he was 
compounding a felony in thus shielding a 
criminal, ho laughed and elosed the door. 
Thus was the..great diamend mystery 
ended. The impression is general among peeple 
interested in this case that there never were 
any twenty-eight-theusand-dollar jewels in Mr. 
Cowley’s saie, that there never was any reb- 
bery iz Mr. Cowley’s studio, and that the whole 
thing was evolved fer some mysterious reason 
from Mr. Cowley’s imaginative brain. 

As to Mr. Cowley’s marital relations, these 
facts have been ascertained: On Tuesday night 
he said that he had a wife and two children 
who iived in Cleveland, Ohie. He hasin his 
studio a phetograph of a very pretty woman 
who is known in the building as Mr. Cowley’s 
wife, and who, Mr. Cowley says, lives in New- 
Jersey. There lives at a poor lodging house at 
62 Bank-street a thin, worn-out-looking woman, 
who exhibits a certificate of the marriage of 
herself to Samuel J. Cowley at Cleveland on 
July 12,1879. She asserts vigorously that her 
husband has never obtained a divorce from her, 
and that if he has another wife anywhere 
he is something of a_ bigamist. Cowley 
deserted her, she says, and has failed 
te provide for her, and she isdreadfully pressed 
for money. Her landlady told # ‘LIMES reporter 
yesterday that Mrs. Cewley’s rent was very far 
iu arrears, aud that she had not had anything to 
eatin her room for weeks except that which had 
been given her by charitabiy-disposed people in 
the house. Cowley called on her yesterday 

. morning, presumably to caution her about talk- 
ing to reporters. ‘4 

When asked about this woman Cowley de- 
clined to talk. He would not say that she was 
his wife or that she was not, ner would he say 
anything about the other women who have be- 
come mixed up tn his life. 

The police have takeu no band in the unravel- 
ing of this mystery. They have. not been 
asked to do so, and they say they “take no 
stock” in what they call Mr. Cowley’s “yarn.”

A LODGING HOUSE SPOOK. 


TERRIFYING EXPERIENCES OF THE TEN- 
ANTS OF A WEST SIDE MANSION. 

The four-storied brick residence at 109 
Weat Eleventh-street, until a few weeks ago a 
quiet and intensely-respectable lodging honse, 
has taken to itself a new distinetion as uncanny 
as a Potter's Field or a Gallows Hill. One 
aged spook is making things seinteresting there 
that the ladies and children dodge behind high- 
backed chairs and crawl beneath divans when 
a cold breeze passes. When a footstep is heard 
they huddle together like frightened sheep. 
When the men are away from the house for 
any time at night they snow the neighboring 
drug store under with prescriptions for tincture 
of valerian and other nerve-quieting drugs. All 


is fear and trembling there because of the al- 
leged restlessness of a disreputable ghost. 

The lessees of the house are Mr. and Mrs. 
Ferrick, the former being engaged in the whele- 
sale dry goods trade. Their lodgings are rented 
by persons whose businesses would not indicate 
any tendency to believein the supernatural, 
for they include publishing, newspaper writing, 
decorative art, and school teaching. Yet nearly 
all of them have geen the ghostor have heard 
the rush of spirit feet, the crash of unmaterial 
china, and indications of a dissatisfied spook 
during the last fortnight. The only person 
whose hair does not straighten is a negro serv- 
ant called Mamie. 8 he says she was born with 
a caul, and while she hears the noises she is not 
alarmed, forshe knows the ‘* ghost” can’t hurt 
her. The second-floor front room of ¢he house 
is occupied by Mr. and Mrs, Nichuis. For some 
time, it is declared by the latter, she has 
heard footsteps approach ber door and stop. 
This invariably eccurred at night. She believed 
some one Was trying to annoy her, and in con- 
sequence she waited close to the door until the 
steps seemed nearest, and tien, suddenly open- 
ing the dvor, found no one In the hallway. One 
night last week, however, the spook’s presenee 
was made manifest to her. She was sewing 
between 10 and 11 o’cloek at night nearaheavy 
mahogany centre table. All at once, she says, 
she was startled by a most energetic blow on 
the table. The stroke was so powerful that the 
family occupying the parlor heard it and saw 
the chandelier shake. Mrs. Nichols started to 
her feet and saw the form of aman wearing 
night clothing slowly disappear behind a sofa 
near by. The form was transparent. Mra. 
Nichois at once spoke to Mrs. Herrick about the 
oceurrence, and they agreed to say nothing 
further about it. 

Two nights after this Mrs. Seott, whose hus- 
band isa newspaper writer, was lying down 
waiting for Mr. Scott, having closed the door 
and fastened it by means of a spring lock. Her 
attention, she declares, Was attracted to the 
door in some way she does not distinctly re- 
member, and through the panels she saw the 
form of an elderly, bearded man _ passa, his face 
turned toward her, and his body half turned 
as though he was dragging something behind 
him and he wished to prevent any person see- 
ing it. She was speechiess with terror and was 
conscious that the form passed aronnda the foot 
of the bed with its burdon and disappeared, 
apparentiy in the mantelpiece. The following 
night she bolted her door and sank into a doze. 
She was suddenly awakened and sawthe door 
standing wide open. She called her husband, 
believing he had returned, but she was mistaken. 
He came home nearly two hours later. Early 
this week threes young ladies, Miss Lee, an artist, 
Miss Meeklin, and Miss Gartland, a teacher in 
the Wooster-street school, were visited. They 
had arranged a card party, to which the parlor 
lodgers were invited, making, with a brother of 
Miss Lee, Cnarles Lee, who had just arrived 
from Pennsylvania, a group of six, During the 
game Mr. Lee, who had not been 
aware of the poouliarities of the honse, 
turned to his sister and asked her who was 
in the extension, which is separated by a glass 
partition from her rooms. She replied, ‘No 
one.” But not being satiefied, Mr. Lee exam- 
ined the room, but found that the doors were 
locked and the apartment empty. After the 
game had been resumed Mr. Lee started up and 
eried, “*There, I told youso!” Every member 
of the party turned tothe partition and saw, 
peering through the giass, the haggard features 
of au old and bearded man. They made a rush 
for the place and lighted all the gas jets. No one 
was there. 

The little daughter of Mrs. Herrick, named 
Ethel, who is only 3 years old, bas frequently 
been awakened by the faneied noise of footsteps 
and sweeping and aecused ber mether of dis- 
turbing her. She is entirely ignorant of the ex- 
perience of other persons in the house, and her 
mother has been fast asleep at the time of the 
disturbances. Most of the persons in the heuse 
are entirely inclined to jain in any fun that is 
poked at them because of the “ghost,” but they 
are nevertheless taking every precaution they 
can think of either io catch the ‘ghost’ una- 
wares and so learn hia identity, or capture the 
practical joker who may we responsible for it. 

The house, it is said, has a criminal history be- 
oguse of the murder by Dr. Connelly, who lived 
there, of bis two little children and his own aui- 
cide after recovering from an attack ofdeliriam 
tremens. His wife saw the triple crime through 
the glass partition referred to and. ran raving 
road into the street. O’Connell killed the ohil- 
dren in his own room and then dragging them 
into the bathroom, threw them into the iub, the 
zinctof which atill bears blood stains. His de- 
scription tallies with that of the ‘‘ghost.” 
Manifestations of a “ghostly” ehuracter have 
been experienced, it 1s said, by the tenants of 
the heuse ever since the murders and suicide.

OHEAP BUT DANGEROUS, 

A committee representing the several as- 
sociations of steam engineers of this city called 
on Mayer Grant yesterday and laid before him 
@ matter of interest to the publio, and of apecial 
moment to themselves. They said that persons 
have begun to contract torun the boilers and 
steam apparatus of factories and office buila- 
ings for less than they eould properly be man- 
aed, and that, to make money, the eontractors 
employ incempetent men. They ¢harged that 
the centractors evaded the necessity of apply- 
ing for licenses by reporting the boilers as ‘out 
of use,” 

Ono of these boilers, “out of use” and run 
under the centract system at 3543 Broadway, 
exploded, the engineers said, and sealded the 
engineer, Martin L. Gilmartin, so that he died, 
ae the responsibility for the matter bad never 

een fixed. Thecommittee declared that the 
steam-heating apparatus of the public sehools 
was eften in inctiioienf hands, and that gen- 
erally the public was exposed to the chance of 
being bDlowu up. They asked Mayor Grant to 
Call the attention of the police and other au- 
thorities to the evils they pointed out.

THOSE TOBACOO FRAUDS. 


THE REPORT OF SECRETARY FAIRCHILD 
AROUSES THE INTEREST OF SUNDRY 
GENTLEMEN. . 


A Washington dispatch printed in yes- 


‘action in the matter of frauds practiced in this 
city in the appraisement of Sumatra tobaeco 
caused coosiderable talk among the trade yes- 
terday. The Secretary’s report was based upon 
the report made by Special Agent M. F. Hoia- 
han, now of the City Department ef Accounts. 

D. C. Sturgea, whe was removed from the post 
of Assistant Appraiser because he was belicved 
to have undervalued the tebacco, mado a re- 
port to the Secretgryin his own behalf. In it 
he endeavored to show that accurate classifica- 
tion was impossible except by going through an 


entire invoice “hand by hand.” A “hand” is 
nominally a package of 32 leaves. He gave 
specifications showing the variations of each 
hand im weight and in the number of leaves, 
variations which could only be discovered by 
the use of apothecaries’ scales, but yet were 
sufficient to make all the @itferepce between the 
low gratie and the high grade. The rato fre- 
quently turns, he says, upon the question of 
whether there are more or less than 100 leaves 
to the pound, amd there is not time te open 
every “hand” and count the leaves. 

Imperfect and broken leaves also make a dif- 
ference in the weight. The distinction, he 
claims, is so tine that the most aecomplished 
expertis liable toerr en dither side of the di- 
viding line. A uniform duty, he maintains, is 
the only solution of the problem. 

Ladenburg, Thalman & ©v., 48 Exchange- 
pes the importers of the October and Novem- 

er shipments complained of in Agent Hola- 
han’s report, say the tobacco was consigned to 
them by Amsterdam bankers to be delivered on 
payment of check. Beyond this they had no 
interest in the goods. 

Emanuel Salomon of the M. & E. Salomon 
Tobacco Company, 85 Muidoen-lane, was very 
indignant that his house should be eharged with 
fraud. ‘** I shouldn’t know Sturges if i were tu 
meet bim, and [never met his examiner, Mr. 
Hammill, exeept in Saratoga a year ago, and I 
wouldnu’t know him from Sturges now. Any 10 
experts might appraise the sume bale, anda 
majority of them couldn’t agree. The fact is, 
Sturges and Hammill know their basiness, and 
Holahan and Secretary Fairchild donot. No 
fraud of the kind alleged could be committed 
without collusion, and there has been no more 
collusion on Our part with these men than there 
has been with the horae standing at our dvor. 
The most surprising thing in the report is the 
statement that our house was concerned in de- 
frauding the Government in 1879. No auch 
charge was ever made against our house. The 
case referred to, I suppose, Was the case against 
Rothschild & Brothers of Detroit, who were 
charged with taking goods from the wareheuse 
and substituting others. [ was summoned as a 
witness for the Government, but the case was 
settled by Rethschild & Brothers paying a fine, 
andi didn't even testify. That was my only 
connection with the case.”’ 

Appraiser A. B. Stearns said he had no opin- 
jons to express and no facts to wake public, gs 
the investigation bad been conducted by the de- 
partment at Washington. The result, he said, 
would cause no change in methods at his oflice, 
except to emphasize the necessity for eure and 
accuracy. 

United States District Attorney Walker had 
little to say yesterday in regard to the tobaeco 
frauds referred to in Seeretary Fairchild’s Iet- 
ter. He intimated, however, that an effért 
would be made to collect evidence tolay before 
the United States Grana Jury. The Granda Jury 
is now in session, but will close its labors on 
Mareh 12.

The display isin the maim hall ef the 
Eden Musée, and the general eff6ot is delight- 
ful, the place being transformed into a ourious 
and brilllant garden. The specimens exhibited 
are indigenous to Madagascar, Central and 
South America, Mexico, China, Borneo, India, 
Burmah, Philippine Isiands, Sumatra, Meunt 
Ophir, Sunda Islands, Assam, and Manila, ana 
the range in eolor and conformatien 1s almost 
as extensive as imagination Itself. 

One of the most striking specimens is a large 
white: Cattleya trianw, which is said to be the 
largest of 1ts kind in existence, Its blossoms 
certainly have attained reimarkable dimensious. 
The nepenthes or pitcher plants are very 
numereus and remarkably tine.’ To people un- 
acquainted with orchid lore these are the most 
popular on aceount of their odd shapes. An- 
other wonderful specimor is the Cypripedium 
insigne with its guaint little sac and curious 
mouth protested by leaves. Then there aro 
the brilliant Odontoglossum cirrhosuim, with 
blossoms that resemble the starfish; the queer- 
ly-shaped Miltonia candida, that resembles the 
humanlarynx; the delicate Cattleya morsi«#, 
and the fiat-leayed, fluted Sphaerougyne lati- 
folia. 

In addition to the orchids there is also a large 
mumber of beautiful ferns and palms, which 
lend relief and grace to the general effect of the 
display, although they are not needed for the 
sake of variety. Monotony jis au unknowa 
quantity in an orchid show. Messrs. Siebrecht 
& Wadley are conducting the exhibition and 
many of the plants are from their Rose Hill 
Nurseries. Measrs. Piteher and Manda of the 
United States Nurseries, William 8. Kimball of 
Rochester, John Eyerman of Euston, Penn., and 
several others have also contributed to the ex- 
hibition from their collections. The cut blos- 
seus are not numerous, but are very handsome.

FRUIT TRADE TROUBLES. 


CHICAGO 
PENSE OF NEW-YORK. 

There has been a movement among the 
members of the fruit trade, especially the im- 
porters on the west side, to form a large organi- 
zation to obtain control of the foreign fresh 
fruit trade in this city. Ever since it was de- 
cided te move West Washington Market to its 
present site the dealers have had their eyes 
upon the water front at the old site, where a 
pier could be built at which all the Mediterra- 
nean and other fruit steamers could unload their 
cargoes, and where a large auction salesroem 
could be built. At present all or nearly all of 
the foreign fruit, both fresh and dry, is unload- 
ed in Brooklyn. 

Beveral larwe dealers said yesterday that the 
movement had not yet taken any shape, but 
nearly all the dealers were in favor of having a 
ao¢e¢k and auction room for foreigu fruit either 
where old West Washington Market stood or at 
some point on the North River below Twelltth- 
street. Some of the dealers are in favor of 
making an arrangement with the Mercantile 
Exchange, either by consolidaténg with that In- 
stitution or by renting its salesreoom during 
part of the day. 

There seems to be some danger that the trade 
ot New-York asa distributing centre for both 
fresh and dry fruits will gradually drift to Chi- 
cago, aud,in fact, Chicago has already taken 
away » good proportion of the trade from New- 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, and Baltimere. 
This has been caused by tne development of 
horticulture in California, and it is said that the 
Transcontinental Railroad Association is furéher 
injuring the trade in foreign fruits by discrim- 
inating in favor of California fruit coming to 
Kastern markets, and against foreign fruit 
bound for the West and the Pacific slope. 

So far as oranges are concerned California is 
already competing with Mediterranean fruit, 
and with the Florida oranges threaten to dis- 
place foreign fruit. However, Florida does not 
compete much with the Mediterranean eranges, 
because 1t sends oranges to New-York during 
the Winter menths and the Mediterranean 
oranges begin to arrive in the Spring at the 
same time with tke California oranges. Foreign 
orapges this year will be largely shipped to 
Chicagzo and there distributed. 

Of the trade in raisins New-York has alreaay 
lost a great deal as « distributing centre. Three 
or four years ago nearly 1,000,000 boxes of 
Malaga raisins were annually landed in New- 
York and distributed over the country. This at 
$1 50 per box amounted to $1,500,000. Now 
that trade has almost entirely disappeared, for 
Cahfornia raises some 900,000 boxes that are 
shipped to Chicago and distributed from there, 
ana the demand for Malaga raisins has almost 
entirely ceased. The trade in fine Valencia 
raisins, however,'is still retained by New-York. 

While it is believed that California and Flori- 
da will eventually supplant the Mediterranean 
in supplying this country with fruit, the dealers 
think that events should take their natural 
course, and that the trade should not be ham- 
pered by amy protective legislation. 


LITIGATION OF 4HE FUTURE. 


ALLEGED DAMAGE INFLICTED BY ELE- 
VATED ROADS. 

Only two tmembers—Messrs. Armstreng 
and Loew—of the Commission in Elevated Kail- 
road Condemnation Proceedings sat in yester- 
day’s hearing. The case under consideration is 
that of 123 West Third-street, the property ef 
Semon Bache. Yesterday was the sixth day of 
evidence taking in this case and the hearing 
was not eoncluded. Three real estate experts 
regularly engaged by the Manhattan Elevated 
Railroad Cgmpany to testify as toreal estate and 
rental values before and since the construction 
of the roads testified yesterday. The street in 
whieh the property is situated had not before 
been teuched by the preceedings before the 


commission. Charles E. Whitehead and Stanley 
W. Dexter appesrea for the owner and E.8. 
Rapallo for the railroad. 

Sinee their first sitting, on Nov. 8, the Com- 
missioners lrave heard seven’ eases and made 
their report in six. The first case was for prop- 
erty of James Renwick in Forty-second-strest, 
near Third-avenue, in which an award of $5,000 
Was rendered, and which has since been paid. 
Then followed the Renwick case, Third-avenue, 
near Seventy-sixth-street, in which the Com- 
missioners huve not yet been able to agree; the 
Stewart case, 156 West Fifty-third-street, award 
$4,500; the Gardiner cases, 145 and 150 West 
Fifty-third-street, awards $3,750 eaeh; the 
Stiehl case, corner of First-avenue and Twenty- 
third-street, award $5.000, and the O’Brien 
ease, South Fifth-avenue and Grand-street, 
award $2,500. In these cases the average of 
eosts has been about $600 each outside of the at- 
torneys’ fees, the greater part of whicn feil 
upon the elevated railroad company. 

After the first hearing, which involved con- 
siderable time and acostof over $1,800, the 
Commissioners believed the hearings wouid 
progress more rapidly, but they have not been 
able to contrel matters, ana the hearings have 
been greatly delayed. This is the Commission- 
ere’ explanation. There were origiaally over 
140 easss referred to them for trial out of the 
10,000 or 12,000 destined to be brought, but 
several have been settied out of eourt, and the 
number has thus been somewhat redueea At 
the current rate of progress it takes abeut two 
weeks tocach case, a rate of progreas which 
would require five and a half years for the dis- 
posal of the cases pow before them, and of 384 
years to clear the elevated railroad company of 
litigation of this character. 

Commissioner Armstrong deslares that when 
they reach a lot of cases of a similar character 
there is no reason why they should not deter- 
mnine one aday.

About 150 boat and tug owners, forward- 
era, grain scoopers, and longshoremen met yes- 
terday afternoon at Kingston Hall, 10 and 11 
South- street, to protest aguinst the proposed re. 
pealof the MeEvoy wlevator law. Boatmen’s 
Union No. 10 was largely represented at the 
meeting, and Capt. M. De Puy was prominent 
among those who spoke and offered resolutions. 
He criticised the action of the Produce Exchange 
in appointing a committee to advocate the bill’s 
repeal, and gave it as his opinion that the mem- 
bers of that body were very oleariy of unsound 
wind. Hoe finally offered a presimble and reso- 
lutions, which were adopted, charging that the 
Erie Canal, and those working op it, have been 
seriously crippled by the ‘railroad elevator 
combinations of New-York, Brooklyn, and Buf- 
falo ebarging twenty times as mucnd for @levat- 
ing grain as is charged at Baitimore and other 
competing points,” and indoraing Senator Lin- 
son’s bill which limits the charge of elevating 
grain in this State to aquarier of a centa 
bushel, 

Another resolution was adopted denouncing 
Superintendent of Public Works Shanahan for 
not expending the $100,000 appropriated lust 
year for dredging the Erie Canal, and inviting 
the Governor to appoiat a successor to that of- 
ticia). 

A third resolution was adopted deploring the 
practice ef eollecting wharfuge from eanalboats 
and ocean craft in this port and Brooklyn and 
demanding the enactment of a statute making 
the whurves in those cities free. 

FLERE RT ESE 
A DAY IN A BLACK FOG. 

Capt. Evans of the British steamship 
Mineola, which arrived here yesterday from 
Swaneea, describes phenomena witnessed off 
Sable Island on Feb, 23. A gale had been blow- 
ing, he says, and the sea was washing over the 
deck. The barometer fell rapidly and 16 was 
very cold. Ait 10 o’clock that night the wind 
veered about and blew #® gale from the north- 
west. The thermometer registered as high as 
16° above zero and suow began to fall. 

“We ran into a bank of dense blaek fog,” 
says the Captain, ‘‘and the water began to beil 
and spout like geysers. Ciouds of steam were 
threwn up and we could not see the length of 
the vessel, except when an occasional rift in the 
fog allowed us to see 500 yards in all direc- 
tions. Beyond the bank of feg we could hear 
the howling of the gaie. When the sun rose 
only a few of its raya could get through the 
vapor, and the sun lovked te us iike a disk of 
blood. We were enveloped in the vapor tor 24 
hours, and it was with great diiliculty that my 
sailors did their work.”

RANKEN’S BIG BILL, 


FURTHER EXAMINATION SHOWS STILL 
MORE FRAUD. 

Another step in unearthing fraud in the 
Brooklyn County Clerk's office was taken yea- 
terday when County Auditor Lake continued 
his investigation of the bill presented by ex- 
Couaty Clerk John M. Ranken for $18,500 for 
copying old records. Four additional books, 
the copying of which had previousiy been paid 
for, were found, and Ranken had to admit that 
they sboula be deducted from his bill. The in- 
quiry was then adjourned until to-day. 

The investigation has so far diselosed the fact 
that 11 lis pendeus books, already paid for, 
have figured at $2,491 in the disputed bill; that 
nine other books, copied previous to July 8, 
1888, and paid for before that date, have formed 
another item of $2,432 50, and that 8,675 folios 
more than were copied have been charged for 
at $1,301 25. nese items Ranken yesterday 
confessed were fraudulent and agreed to have 
them stricken from his bill. His lawyer, A. G. 
McDonald, was so amazed at the disclosures 
that ho left the room in disgust. He had never 
before seen such palpuble errors, he said. 

Supervisor Rasquin is the moving spirit in 
the present investigation. He served many 
years in the County Clerk’s office, and from the 
experience gained there was able to discover 
the fraud in the bill. Asa alawyer he fa of the 
opinion that every charge in the bill for 
copying records should be stricken out, 
because the County Clerk had no right 
to cOpy the records ef his office witheut 
& resolution of the Board of Supervisors. 
Although Ranken will make no direct charge 
yet, the local politicians tulk very freely abouts 
Clerk John &. Neeson’s connection with the 
copies. Many of them are in his handwriting. 
In the case of the 8,000 extra folios sharged 
for but never in existence, Ranken says he teok 
Neoson’s word fer whe correctness of the books 
and pevereven compared the copies with the 
originals. Yet thelaw reguires him to do 80 
and to sign astatement to the efieet that the 
copies are correct. 

Three of the books charged for in Rankea’s 
bill are in the handwriting of Oliver Tread- 
well, who jeft the office over six months ago. 
These were showed to Kanken yesterday, ana 
he said he had the receipt of the man whom he 
= to copy them, dut that man was not Tread- 
well. 

“Wag it not John F. Neeson?” he was asked. 

“T have nothing to say now,” responded Mr. 
Ranken. “ Later on I may hare.” 

Oliver Treadwell of the tirm of Treadwell, 
White & Co., the man who actually did the 
work, is Bow employed by a title insuranee 
company to search records in the County 
Clerk’s office. He said yesterday that Neeson 
cailed to see him and wanted to be “helped 
out.” Mr. Treadwell said he didn’t see what aid 
he could be to Neeson, and then the latter 
explained that it was in regard to “that little 
bill of Ranken’s.”’ 

** Neeson told me,” said Mr. Treadwell, “ that 
he had put in Ranken’s bill three books whieh I 
had copied. I told him I couldn’t help him and 
he wentaway. ‘There will be no trouble in as- 
certaining what pooks I copied and those cop- 
led by Neeson.”’ 


PLEADING, WITH ALDERMEN. 
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THE GIANTS ASK ONE MORE SUMMER ON 
THE POLO GROUNDS. 

The men who contrel the New-York Base- 
ball Club are trying to convince the Aldermen 
that the Giants will forever relinquish all claim 
to the Polo Grounds when the playing season of 
1889 is ended. President Day and the eapital- 
ists associated with him declare that all they 
want is the privilege of oecupying Harlem’s 
green pasture untill October. 

The Aldermen have adopted a resolution to 
grade One Hundred and Eleventh-street. The 
otticials of the ball club aeknowledge that the 
land in question must be utilized for building 
purposes. They ask, however, that the order 
tor grading One Hundred ana Eleventh-street 
be made operative Nov. 1. Unless the prayer 
oft their petition is granted the champions will 
be obliged to emigrate to Staten Island, Jersey 
City, or Long Island City. In that event the 
city of New-York will be deprived of a very 
substantial revenue. The desire of 400,000 
patrons of the game to see the pennant waving 
over the Polo Grounds is a natural one, and 
thus loeal pride and local patronage plead for 
the retention of the old playing greunds one 
Summer more. [t is obvious that no publie good 
will be gained by forcing the club to leave the 
Polo Grounds at once. If the Giants vacate 
their old quarters by Nov. 1 the utilization of 
the land for building purposes will net be seri-- 
ously delayed.

CHARGING THEM DOUBLE THE VALUE 


OF THE POWDER. 

SCRANTON, Fenn., Feb. 27.—It is expeeted that 
there will be an early solution of the powder 
problem, which has been a great grievance with 
the miners of the Lackawanna and Wyoming 
Valleys for sometime. The committee repre- 
senting tho men’ look for an answer from Gen- 
eral Manager Storrs of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Company this week. All 
the other ecompanies in the region will be gov- 
ernea by the action of this corporation, and the 
reduction in the priee of powder would be re- 
garded by the miners as anincrease in their 
pay, although it would simply be a mattor of 
justice. The companies charge the minera $3 a 
keg for powder worth $1 50, and will not per- 
mit them to use powder purchased slsewhere. 
This condition of things has prevailed so long 
be it bor on this late day as if the men were 
asking for a favor in trying to have Kbor- 
tion modified. ying the exter 

Itis estimated that on this item alone the 
eempanties have made a clear profit—* piunder” 
would be the proper word—ef $700,060 a year 
out of theirmen. It seems almost ineredibia 
that wealthy corporations would charge their 
poor workmen $3 a keg for powder worth only 
$1 50, to be used in blasting coal in the mines: 
yet such is the case. Attention has frequent) 
been cailod to this injustice by the labor organi- 
zations, but without success. Last week a 
committees, consisting of Thomas Gibbons of 
Pittston and James Kirk of Tsyiorviile, went to 
New-York for the purpose of bringing the mat- 
ter to the attention of the stockholders of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Wostern Rallroad 
Company at their annual meeting. The story 
the committes had to tell was Leard patiently, 
and a good many of the stockholders expressed 
surprise that such a state of things shoula 
exist. ‘ 

After the meeting of the stockholders had 
been held, the committee called on Presideut 
Sloan for the purpose of ascertaining what dis- 
position had been made of the powder ques- 
tion, aud he informed them that the matter had 
been referred to the company’s represontative 
in Scranton, Mr. W. R. Storrs, whose answer is 
looked fer this week. Should the companies re- 
fuse to reduce the price of powder from 33 to 
the regular market price of $1 50 4 keg, and 
at the same time prevent their men from pur- 
chasing elsewhere, it would be plying the * pro- 
tection lash” with a vengeance for the bon- 
etitof “infant powder industries” with which 
the corporations and their officials are conreet- 
ed more or less, The powder mills at wbioh 
this three-dollar powder is ground out aro, as a 
general thing, owned by the coal companies, 
and, not content with making the regular profit 
out of asure market, they have been charging 
double price for powder ever since the war, 
claiming that the figure then fixed was to gov- 
ern for ail time. It will he seen, therefore, thas 
the powder robbery is an ancient injustice, and, 
like all other stale iniquities, it is a moat difficult 
thing to reform. 

lt 1s a tribute that has been paid so long to 
the ** coal barons” that they hate to relinquish 
it. If justice prevailed, however, they would 
be compelled, net only to cut down the price of 
powder from $3 to $1 50 a keg, but they would 
also be forced to return to their men every dol- 
lar dishonestiy extorted from this source. It 
would be expecting too much to think they 
weuld do this voluntarily, and if they reduee 
the price that is about as much as could be rea- 
sonably hoped for at present. 

SS Sees 
YUKON’S GOLD FIELDS. 

Ottawa, Feb. 27.—The report of the Interior 
Department throws a good deal of light on 
the Alaska boundary question. Mr. Ogilvie, 
an engineer, was sent to the Yukon coun- 
try to make a preliminary survey. His ob- 
servations havé not yet been completely re- 
duced, but an approximate calculation shows 
that the boundary is nearly 90 miles below the 
point where itis marked on the United States 
naps. This is of great importance, as the line 
passes through the best gold-bearing districts 
yet discovered in the country. 

The Yukon district appears to have a mueh 
greater value than was previously supposed, 
It would seem that for yold the best paying 
streams so far ag discovered are in Canadian 
territory. About 300 ininers were in the coun- 
try in the Sammer of 1887, but it is difieuls to 
say what amount of gold they have 
taken out, as they are somewhat reticent 
on tho subject. They ali agree, however, 
that $8 per day is poor pay, hardly enough 
to cover expenses. Taking this as an average 
they cannot have made lesa than $500 each or 
$150,000 altogether, obtained with the crudest 
apd mest primitive appliances. This result 
shows what may be expected sv soon a8 com- 
municatione with the interior become easier 
and the importation of lmprceved mining ma- 
ehinery poasibie. 

Drift coal was found at various places, in- 
dicating the existence of seams further up. 

A CATROLIO BURIAL SOOGIETY. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—The Rey. M. J. Dorney, 
Pastor of St. Gabriel’s Konian Catholic Church 
at Wallace and Forty-fifth streets, this city, 
is of the opinion that undertakers make it 
& practice to rob the widows and orphans of the 
poor, and he has conceived a scheme by which 
he hopes to save monoy for his parishioners. 
Father Dorney is organizing 2 Durial society 
along the members of his cengregation. Fach 
family in the parish who joins this society con- 
tributes a small sum monthly, snd when a death 
occurs the funeral expenses will be paid from 
the fund. Speaking of his scheme the priest 
says: “Iam sure it will boa success. The poor 
people ameng us find itt hard to give their dead 
a respectable burial. Many of them pay a cer- 
tain sum mouuthiy to undertakers in whose deht 
they have been placed by death. I think this 
organization will reimoady a great decree of this 
hardship. ido not want to see any of my par- 
ishioners buried at the expense of the town.” 

Father Dorney is urging his fellow-priests in 
this city to organize a similar scctoty in their 
parishes.
